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Tax rebate by April 1: Humphrey 


An Income tax rebate and tax reduc- 


tion for bcleagurcd Americana will be 
p«s«d by Congress by the end of the 
month, predicted the chairman of the 
Joint Congressional 
Economic Com- 


mittee Sunday. 


U.S.

Humphrey, 


D-Minn., predicted that the total package 
of tax rebate and reduction measures 
will be enacted quickly and that if Con- 
press docs not pass a proposed $35 billion 
tax cut by the Easter recess, the Con- 
gressmen should work through Easter to 
get the proposal through. 


Humphrey's committee has recom- 


mended the $33 billion cut, with $10 bil- 
lion rebated on 1074 taxes and the rest In 
reduced taxes for 1075. He said 75 per 
cent of the tax relief would go to persons 
earning less than $20,000 a year. 


Treasury Sec. William Simon and 


President Ford have proposed n cut of 
only $16.5 billion, and Simon has sug- 


gested that most of the tax relief go to 
upper middle-class families since it Is 
they who spend the most and would have 
a greater impact on the flagging econo- 
my. 


Humphrey characterized Simon's plan 


as the "trickle down" theory which sug- 
gests that tax advantages go first to high 
Income earners so their spending can 
"trickle down" through the lower end of 
income levels. 


Humphrey lashed out at present eco- 


nomic policies by saying Congress, the 
Federal Reserve system and the admin- 
istration had all delayed moving to ease 
the recession and that Ford's economic 
proposals arc "too little, too late, in- 
effectual, 
poorly conceived 
and 
In- 


adequate." 


Menmvhllc, members of Congress were 


reacting to other severe indicators of 
economic times: bank closings and up- 
coming union wage demands. 


Nationalised banks urged 


The new chairman of the House Bank- 


Ing and Currency Committee, U.S. Rep. 
Henry Reuss, D-Wis., said Sunday that 
the government should nationalize banks 
which fall. The next time the government 
has to step in to help out a failing bank 
such as the Franklin National Bank, 
Reuss said, let's consider making it the 
Franklin Nationalized Bank ". . . and 
show the rest of the banking industry 
that it is possible to run a bank as a 
service to the people." 


Reuss also called for the formation of 


government corporations to compete 
with private companies in offshore oil 
drilling. Reuss said his idea is not to be- 
gin the nationalization of private in- 
dustry but "to take a first step to make 
free enterprise and capitalism really 
work." 


Unemployment cuts strikes 


In Washington, the government's top 


labor mediator says high unemployment 
won't reduce initial union demands at 
contract time, but it will temper final 
positions on contract terms and lessen 
chances for wide-scale strikes. W. J. 
Usery Jr., director of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service, and special 
assistant to the president for labor rela- 
tions, said "Big raises arc of little value 
to a worker who doesn't have a job." 


"Even the old codgers at the top of the 


seniority list are worried. 
Seniority 


doesn't mean a thing when the layoff 
reaches 100 per cent," he said. 


Usery sees fewer strikes as unemploy- 


ment rises. "The economic realities of 
the recession seem to be tempering bot- 
tom-lino demands," Usery said.

No 
billing errors were found in a check of 
all the complaints, village officials said. 


Village Prcs. Gary Armstrong, who 


called for the sampling, said he will bo 
prepared to discuss the matter today. 


Rate rollbacks would be considered 


only if the previous sampling is found 
incorrect or if the village Is receiving 
more funds than it needs, village officials 
said. 


THE RATE INCREASE was enacted 


last year by the village board based on 
an average usage of 17,000 gallons for a 
typical household during a two-month pe- 
riod. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said the 


rates arc higher than many other nearby 
communities but said the additional rev- 
enue Is necessary to pay off bond in- 
debtedness and the maintenance costs of 
the water system. 


With the increase, Buffalo Grove resi- 


dents in Cook County pay a minimum 
bill of $15 for water use and $6 for sewer 
maintenance during a two-month billing 
period. 


Lake County residents pay the same 


rate plus $3 for sewage treatment. 


Larson earlier cited the 1070 bond issue 


as the "single major expense" for which 
additional water-system revenues arc 
needed. The $4 million program was used 
to purchase a utility system and to fi- 
nance major repairs in the water sys- 
tem. 


LARSON ALSO SAID rates should 


have been adjusted in 1970 to accom- 
modate the projected higher expenses. 
But because they were not, 40 per cent or 
$300,000 yearly of tho water stytcm reve- 
nue must be used to pay off bonds. 


Population growth in Buffalo Grove 


has fallen short of projections made In 
1070 that the population would be 28,000 
by 1077. Currently the village population 
is 18,000 and the rates have been comput- 
ed to make up the difference, Larson 
said. 


Larson also said he foresees a $120,000 


well-overhaul project and $160,000 in 
main repairs during the next four years.

May 3 at Buffalo Grove High School but 
members are hoping to combine the 
health fair with another community 
event, Buffalo Grove Trustee Clarice 
Rech said. 


Plans were discussed with Cook Coun- 


ty Public Health Dept. officials who in- 
dicated the fair may draw a bigger 
crowd if tied with another community 
function, Mrs. Rech said. 


"Of course it'll be for all ages," she 


said. "It will have a broad spectrum for 
everyone in the village." 


The commission is hoping to have the 


fair with a Bicentennial fund-raising 
event scheduled for Memorial Day, Mrs. 
Rech said. 


Booths will be set up where residents 


can undergo heart, diabetic, vision, hear- 
ing and other tests. 


The Buffalo Grove Nurses Club will 


sponsor blood-pressure testing and para- 
medics will be sought to demonstrate 
emergency lifesaving procedures. 


Some booths will be set up to provide 


information on health, diseases and pre- 
vcntativc measures. 


The commission also has arranged 


transportation for those who may not 
have means of getting to the fair, Mrs. 
Rech said. 


No village funds arc anticipated for the 


health fair, Mrs. Rech said. "If there 
would be costs, we're hoping that a vil- 
lage organization uould sponsor it." 


The fair will be sponsored by those or- 


ganizations providing health services at 
the event, Mrs. Rech said. 


Jaycees open cancer-detection machine drive 


A fund-raising drive has been started 


to buy a $30,000 machine that detects 
breast cancer. The machine is for North- 
west 
Community Hospital, Arlington 


Heights. 


The Arlington Heights Jaycees arc 


sponsoring the drive. They plan a door- 
to-door campaign, as well as car washes, 
auctions, pancake breakfasts and dances. 


Thermography — the process by which 


the machine works — is used in the early 


detection of breast cancer. Tumors, 
which are usually warmer than sur- 
rounding healthy tissue, can be found by 
the heat they generate. 


The machine painlessly scans the 


breast in a 15 to 20-minutc procedure and 
produces a "heat photograph" of the tis- 
sue. 


Thermography is relatively new and 


the procedure is inexpensive to the 
patient It does not have the radiation 
hazards associated with X-rays. The 


thcrmogram may also detect tumors that 
are too small to register on an X-ray.

handguns. Several hundred times a year 
stickup men shove guns into their faces 
looking for a pile of money. 


Beginning today, drivers for both Yel- 


low and Checker cabs in Chicago will be- 
gin cooperating in a poll for U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, D-10th, that seeks toe 
public view on what should be done to 
control the salo and manufacture of 
handguns in the nation. 


The Evanston Democrat and U.S. Rep. 


Dan Rostcnkowskl, D-Ctii, plan to u;>e the 
poll, developed through the cab surveys, 
as evidence to promote new gun legisla- 
tion the two lawmakers have introduced. 


MIKVA HAS BEEN pushing handgun 


control bills for a number of years, both 
in the Illinois General Assembly and dur- 


ing his first two terms in Congress. He 
has had little success, but this time he 
believes the legislation will make some 
progress. Mikva expects Congressional 
hearings later this year in Washington, 
D.C., 
and around the nation, including 


Chicago. 


Tho Mikva proposal would allow police 


and others to keep their handguns. The 
bill would offer a $25 refund for any per- 
son who turns in a handgun once the bill 
becomes law. 


Mikva said recently that another rea- 


son for his optimism on approval of some 
type of handgun bill in the formation of 
an organized lobby to combat the opposi- 
tion by the National Rifle Assn. and oth- 
er groups, which predict that any gun- 
control program could lead to a complete 
takeover by the government.

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30 years ago today, U.S. raid on Tokyo killed 100,000 


TOKYO (UPI) - When air raid sirens 


blared In Tokyo 5 minutes after midnight 
March 10, IMS, 13-year-old Katsumoto 
Satomc ran for his family's kitchen rath- 
er than the air raid shelter. 


"If I'm going to die, I want It to bo 


with a full stomach," he shouted to his 
mother. Mom's reply was: "Get out of 
hero, you dope." 


Sntomc did, and lived to write the de- 


finitive history book on the worst air raid 
Inflicted on Japan by the United States In 
World War II. Between 80.000 and 100,000 
Japanese, most of them civilians, burned 
to death during the next two and one-half 
hours, according to police estimates at 
the time. 


The March 10 raid on Tokyo was Hie 


deadliest ever carried out by Americans, 


and may have been the most lethal 
single air raid In history. 


The number of persons killed outright 


topped the highly publicized atomic 
bombings of Hiroshima 78,150 and Naga- 
saki (37,425). Moro than 100,000 were 
wounded and about a million were left 
homeless. 


German authorities say about 145,000 


persons died in the fire bombing of Dres- 
den, now in East Germany, in February, 
19-15, However, the Dresden carnage was 
spread over three raids, two by Britain's 
Royal Air Force, and one by U.S. bomb- 
ers. 


The toll for the RAF bombing of Ham- 


burg in 1043 was 43,000 killed outright, 
and 075,000 homeless. 


Flying from the Mariannas islands, 


wave after wave of B29 bombers shower- 
ed fire-Igniting bombs on the dense thick- 
ets of wooden houses and shops on the 
northeast side of Tokyo. 


High winds and aviation fuel dumped 


from the bombers fed the flames. The 
result was an unstoppable hurricane of 
fire. 


The March 10 bombing became known 


as the "Tokyo Dai Kusho" great Tokyo 
raid — the title of Salome's book. 


Until that raid, the U.S. Army Air 


Corps had stuck to conventional attacks 
of factories and military installations 
with explosive bombs. These failed in 
their mission of checking Japanese war 
production, and the Army turned to fire 


bombing tactics pioneered by the RAF in 
Germany. 


The Japanese public had no idea how 


to cope with the incendiary weapons. 
Thousands burned and suffocated in air 
raid shelters built to protect them from 
conventional bombs. 


Today the worst aid raid in Japanese 


history has largely faded from public 
consciousness. Little was said of it for 
years, until Japanese news magazines 
came out this week with 30th anniversa- 
ry stories. Children read nothing of it in 
school books. 


One reason is that the March 10 dis- 


aster was only the forerunner of a wave 
of fire bombings that eventually black- 
ened 74 Japanese cities before the war 


ended Aug. 15, 1945. The toll for all of 
them is guessed by Japanese historians 
at about 500,000 lives. 


World War II did away with the tradi- 


tional immunity of civilians on both 
sides. Adolf Hitler's Luftwaffe wrecked 
Rotterdam in 1940 in an effort to terro- 
rize the Dutch. Germany was still firing 
rockets at London in the last months of 
the war. 


Japan relentlessly bombed Chungking, 


the wartime capital of China. Refusal of 
the Japanese navy to declare Manila an 
open city late in the war cost thousands 
of Filipino lives. 


In the end, the allied powers won, and 


it was the civilians of the Axis countries 
who took the worst air raid punishment. 


In Japan and some other countries, 


treatment of civilians and military casu- 
alties has not been equal. 


Tamekichi Inoue. 59, was a laborer in 


an aircraft factory in Nagoya 30 years 
ago when an air raid permanently dam- 
aged his cars and one leg. Like most in- 
jured civilians he had to pay for his o\\n 
medical treatment. 


"To discriminate between soldiers and 


civilians in a total war is unjust." says 
Inoue, now an officer in an association of 
air raid victims. 


"Disabed soldiers and their families 


now get up to 2.7 million yen ($930) a 
year in pensions. The victims of the 
atomic bombings get free medical treat- 
ment. To tell the rest of us that in a total 
war we weren't public servants is stu- 
pid."

GOA: 
FAA needs tighter controls 


The Federal Aviation Administration has ignored many rec- 


ommendations by a government air safety board, delayed 
action on others and lost the files on some, the General Ac- 
counting Office said Sunday. A report by the GAO said the

The American sponsored airlift 
kept food, fuel and ammunition moving 
into the capital while foreign residents 
were evacuated in increasing numbers. 


In neighboring South Vietnam, the mil- 


itary situation in the Central Highlands 
was reported to be critical. 


Communist forces swept into Ban Me 


Thutt, a provincial capital in the Central 
Highlands, before dawn Monday under 
cover of a 400-round shelling barrage 
and seized the southern sector of the city. 


Street fighting in the town 160 miles 


north of Saigon began at 3 a.m. Twenty 
minutes after the first Communist troops 
entered Ban Me Thout, government mili- 
tiamen reported a tank column heading 
toward the town from three miles to the 
north. 


Central Highlands fighting has been es- 


calating for the past week, and govern- 
ment forces said they killed 191 Commu- 
nists Saturday along embattled Route 19, 
about 80 miles north of Ban Me Thuot. 
South Vietnamese casualties were 11 
dead and 71 wounded, spokesmen said. 


Military sources in Phnom Penh said 


the Khmer Rouge rebels poured on mor- 


tar barrages and then followed up with 
ground attacks at Prek Phncou, Kap 
Srauv and Tuol Leap, towns on the north 
and west edges of the capital defense 
zone. 


Tho rebels also launched several vio- 


lent ground assaults against the Doeum 
Ampil base of the 7th Division near Prek 
Plmcou. The defending troops, many of 
whom served as mercenaries for the U.S. 
Special Forces in South Vietnam before 
1970, repulsed the attacks. 


The army command reported that the 


hard-pressed 7th Division got a new com- 
manding general Sunday in the middle of 
battle, Gen. Khy Hak replacing Gen. 
Deng Layom. 


No reason was given for the replace- 


ment but the elite devision has suffered 
several serious reverses in recent weeks.

Israel given Egypt's peace terms 


TEL AVIV (UPI) — Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger arrived in Israel Sun- 
day bearing Egypt's ideas for a peace 
agreement between the two countries, 
but he ran into continued tougli opposi- 
tion from Syria on the way. 


Syrain President 
Hafez Assad told 


newsmen while meeting Kissinger in 
Damascus that Syria opposed partial and 
interim agreements that did not include 
Israeli withdrawal on all three fronts — 
the Golan Heights and West Bank of Jor- 
dan as well as Sinai. 


Kissinger's blue and silver jet landed 


at Ben Gurion International Airport. Kis- 
singer then drove to Jerusalem to pre- 
sent to Israeli leaders the proposals giv- 
en him by Egyptian President Anwar Sa- 
dat for an agreement on a further Israeli 
pullback in the Sinai desert cast of the 


Suez Canal — the object of the secre- 
tary's mission. 


More than an hour before his arrival, a 


small bomb exploded among trees in the 
Abu Tor quarter of Jerusalem about half 
a mile from the King David Hotel whore 
Kissinger makes his headquarters. There 
were no casualties. 


While the Israelis decide their reac- 


tion, Kissinger will take a day off from 
his Middle East peace shuttle Monday to 
fly to Ankara and deal with the Cyprus 
crisis between Greece and Turkey. 


In Damascus, Kissinger talked for 4Vi 


hours with Assad and his aides, the last 
45 minutes alone with Assad. The talks 
were believed to be unyielding on the 
part of the Syrians. 


In Jerusalem, government sources said 


oven if Kissinger negotiates another mili- 
tary disengagement accord in the Sinai, 


Israeli troops may take nine months to 
complete the withdrawal to new lines. 


The sources said that in any second 


stage Sinai accord with Egypt, Israel 
would have to test Cairo's intentions at 
several crucial junctures in the process 


of implementing the agreement. 


"There is still the Suez Canal to be 


opened and other things to put Egypt to 
the test," one source said. "The Israeli 
withdrawals will not be immediate or all 
at once." 


Time sources link CIA 
to assassination plots 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Time Magazine 


reported Sunday it has been told by 
"credible sources" that the CIA was "in- 
volved in assassination plots" against 
Caribbean leaders Fidel Castro,. Rafael 
Trujillo, and Francois Papa Doc Duva- 
lier.

The magazine said its "sources con- 


tend that the CIA enlisted the expert 
hired-gun help of U. S. Mafia figures in 
several unsuccessful attempts to kill Cu- 
ban premier Castro both before and 
shortly after the CIA-planned Bay of 
Pigs invasion of Cuba in 1966." 


It said the sources claimed the CIA 


had enlisted the help of underworld fig- 
ures Sam Giancana and John Roselli in 
efforts to kill Castro by poison, shooting, 


or bombs. It said the FBI later learned 
of these attempts while investigating a 
burglary of comedian Dan Rowan's hotel 
room in Las Vegas. The FBI reportedly 
learned "the arrested prowlers had been 
assigned by the CIA as a favor to Gian- 
cana, who sought information to break 
up a budding romance between Rowan 
and Giancana's girl friend, 
Phyllis 


McGuire. 


The magazine said its sources claimed 


the CIA "backed the successful drive to 
overthrow" Trujillo, whose 31 years as 
dictator of the Dominican Republic end- 
ed with his shooting death in May 1961. 
The sources said the CIA thought Trujillo 
was "getting too friendly with the Com- 
munists" and so "nobody wanted another 
Cuba in the Dominican Republic."

tor George Stevens, who made such 
films as "Giant," "Shane" and "The 
Greatest Story Ever Told," died Sat- 
urday night of a heart attack. He 
was 70.

Cigaret consumption up again, stronger warning urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Americans 


smoked more cigarcts than ever before 
last year, a record 602.2 billion, and the 
Federal Trade Commission suggests the 
warning language on cignrct packs is 
not a strong enough deterrent. 


The agency told Congress the growth 


In consumption shows U Is time to re- 
quire a stronger warning, and for the 
government to step up a public sen-ice 
campaign to point out the dangers. 


The FTC has mode basically the same 


recommendation to Congress for the past 
several years, without much success. It 
also repeated another suggestion it has 
made for the post two years — that 
health warnings also be required on 
packages of "little cigars." 


Total domestic soles of cigarcts dur- 


ing 1974 are estimated to be 602.2 billion, 
about 3 per cent higher than the 584.7 
billion sold the year before, also a record 
level. The growth has continued every 
year even though health warning labels 
have been required since 1969. 


In general, the FTC's annual report to 


Congress said, the tobacco companies 
are using the same themes in advertising 
they always have — appeals to taste and 
association with desirable personality 
characteristics. Frequently, it added, the 
advertising copy associates smoking with 
people who appear to be healtiiy, young 
and attractive. 


Commissioner Stephen Nye, who dis- 


sented from Uie report, said he felt the 
document was too weak because it 


should have carried a stronger legisla- 
tive recommendaton to deal with the 
"healthy people" advertising themes. 


Commissionr Mayo J. Thompson also 


dissented, but for another reason. The 
conservative Texas said be thought the 
government bad gone far enough and'it 
wasn't its business to try to give people 
the "will" to quit smoking. 


The current package warning states: 


"Warning: The surgeon general has de- 
termined that cigaret smoking is dan- 
gerous to your health." 


The report recommended that the 


wording be changed to read: "Warning: 
Cigaret smoking is dangerous to health 
and may cause death from cancer, co- 
ronary heart disease, chronic bronchitis, 
pulmonary' emphysema and other dis- 
eases." It suggested a "little cigar" 
package warning that would say, "Warn- 
ing: Smoking little cigars may be dan- 
gerous to your health if inhaled and 
smoked in the same quantities as ciga- 
rets."

Mayficid Is tho president and principal 


owner of tho Ccntsablc Products Inc., 500 
S. Hicks ltd., Palatine, a toy manufac- 
turing company that he began eight 


>cars ago "with no ready cash and not 
one new toy Idea," he said. 


The company made its first mark on 


the national toy market in 1973 with 
"soccer hoppers," an inflatable pair of 
vinyl boxing gloves, that still comprised 
05 per cent of the company's total sales 
last year, Mayficid said. 


Till; IDEA for the product was sub- 


mitted by nn Indiana steel foreman, one 
of the many free-lance inventors who 
have contributed some of the company's 
most successful toy designs during the 
past four years. 


More of the recent toy designing is 


being done by professional designers who 
have devised magnetic and flathcad dart 


games and card table playhouses. These 
arc designed canvasses that can be drap- 
ed over a cardtablc to create a life-size 
playhouse for children, Mayfiold said. 


The company plans to Introduce a sim- 


ulated firecracker this spring which pro- 
duces a real "pop" when chemically- 
treated sand Inside the firecracker is 
rubbed together. 


Mayficid suspects that his "big seller" 


this year will be a Velcro coated dart 
set. Fabric on the dart tips sticks to the 
fabric-covered dart board. 


THE 45-YEAR-OLD entrepreneur is 


concerned with the safety aspect of his 
20 main toy lines because, he says, he 
can appreciate parents' concern. He is

the father of seven children, who occa- 
sionally test his new products, Mayficid 
said. 


"The kids have always been excited 


about the toys we make. They especially 
get all worked up over the television 
commercials we produce and run, usual- 
ly during the children's programs on Sat- 
urday morning or weekday afternoons," 
he said. 


Mayfied, a former marketing manger 


for Armour Star Co. and Curtiss Candy 
Co., said that he never thought he would 
be distributing toys nationwide. His sales 
have recently expanded 
to 
Canada, 


Puerto Rico, and portions of South Amer- 
ica. Mayfield plans to Introduce his toys 
to European stores later this year. 


BUT THE COMPANY'S bulk business 


continues at home where it demands 
that the Palatine plant often assemble 
and package 10,000 dart games and 
24,000 soccer hoppers a day. The com- 
p a n y' s warehouse normally holds 
$800,000 worth of toys that are stacked 
and ready for shipment to a variety of 
stores, Mayfield said. 


Mayfiled contracts for most of the toy 


production, although the final toy is as- 
sembled and packaged in Palatine. May- 
field does not produce most of his own 
toys because "it is cheaper to the con- 
sumer if we don't invest in toy molds 
that we will be stuck for using in years 
to come," he said. 


Most of the company's toys retail for 


less than $5, although the costs for mate- 
rials like vinyl have increased rapidly in 
the past several years because of the 
energy crisis. 


"What we don't make on one toy, we 


make on another. But, In any case, we 
are doing rather well, and expect a 
booming business this year," Mayfield 
said. 


MAYFIELD ATTENDED the two-week 


toy fair in New York last month for the 
annual showing of new products by toy 
manufacturers. About 8,000 buyers began 
ordering for the year while 1,000 manu- 
facturers exhibited their newest toys. 


"I got into this business because I 


thought I could produce a toy that was 
better than what was out on the market, 
for less money. I think we are doing it, 
and we will probably make many more 
action toys in the future that are unique 
compared to those that are already mar- 
keted," Mayfield said. 


Mayficid refers to the toy business as 


"big business," that requires him to put 
in long hours buying materials, talking 
with clients, and checking on production. 


"I am very happy with my work," 


Mayfield said — even though it's not all 
fun and games.

Parties counting on 'grassroots financing' 
Wheeling candidates hope for $2,000 campaign limit

Official* from Wheeling's three politi- 


cal parties said Sunday they hope to 
keep campaign spending for the up- 
coming village board election at less 
th.m $2,000 each. 


Spokesmen for the Wheeling Improve- 


ment Party (WHIP) and the Wheeling 
Representative Party said their parties 
have budgeted about S2,ono to run tliu 
campaign, while the Wheeling Commu- 
nity Party (COM-PAK) has budgeted 
$1.430. 


"We hate budgeted about $2,000 for the 


campaign and we may or may not spend 
that much," said Trustee Donald Jack- 
son, chairman of WHIP. "But I can bay 
we won't go over that amount." 


Tim WHIP slate consists of Otis (Skip) 


Hcdlund, Charles Kerr, Gilbert Monoson 


and John Cole. 


NCI I, IWA.vr. A candidate on the 


WRP slate, said although his party has 
budgeted $2,000 for the campaign, he is 
unsure how much will be spent by the 
April 15 election. 


Brant is Joined on the WRP slate by 


Robert E. Cldrk, Roger A. Powers and 
Kenneth R. Brady. 


Shirley Kocppen, publicity chairman 


for COM-PAR, said her group's budget is 
firm, and the candidates do not expect to 
deviate from the $1,430 figure. COM-PAR 
has released an itemized budget of its 
campaign expenses. 


COM-PAR. which consists of William 


Rogers and trustees John Kocppen, Ed- 
ward Borgcr and Albert Lang, will spend 
$75 for posters, $679 for brochures, $100 
for film-slides, $36 for photographs, $40 


for postage and $500 for miscellaneous 
expenses, such as campaign buttons and 
refreshments. 


Although WHIP has not determined all 


of its costs, Jackson said the party al- 
ready has spent or committed about $575 
to the campaign. The expenditures in- 
clude $140.75 for petitions, $104 for fliers, 
$123 for posters, $8 for photographs, 
$148.24 for buttons, $20 for miscellaneous 
printing, $22 for membership cards and 
$5 for a coffee planned at Heritage Park. 


IN ADDITION. WHIP probably will 


spend about $300 for brochures, he said. 


Brant said WRP spent $600 for bro- 


chures and $40 for an open house, but 
was unable to give further information 
Sunday on the party's finances. 


Besides the brochures and open house, 


Brant said, WRP has spent money for 


campaign buttons and posters. The party 
also is paying $250 a month to rent its 
campaign headquarters at 47 N. Wolf Rd. 


All three parties have pledged full dis- 


closure of campaign finances, including 
the names of contributors and the 
amounts donated. The newly enacted Illi- 
nois Campaign Financing Act requires 
candidates to disclose total campaign 
contributions, but does not require them 
to reveal sources of contributions under 
$1,000. 


THE THREE PARTIES said they have 


not received many large donations and 
are counting on small contributions to 
carry them through the campaign. 


Jackson said WHIP has raised $517.50 


through contributions and membership 
dues and $330 from a fund-raising lunch- 
con.

"WHIP is really counting on grass- 


roots financing," Jackson 
said. "We 


would like to get a lot of small contribu- 
tions because that way \ve can't be con- 
troled by anyone."

'Deregulation' 
needs a review 


It's no longer desirable for all of 


the practices of our alphabet-soup 
federal regulatory agencies to be 
accepted without a comprehensive 
and critical review. 


Today, there's a movement tin- 


d c r w n y called "deregulation" 
which is challenging some of the 
basic assumptions about the regu- 
lation of our vital transportation 
network. Legislation is being pre- 
pared, commissions arc being pro- 
posed, and it's time that at least 
some of our regulatory agencies 
come under at least token review. 


The Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission, for example, may become 
a target of remedial legislation 
from the desk of President Ford. 
The ICC'S critics contend that the 
agency has outlived its usefulness 
by several decades, and they cite 
several recent examples: 


• Railroad experts argue that 


ICC foot-dragging has prevented 
rail mergers, such as several pro- 
posed for the deeply-troubled Rock 
Island Line. Such mergers, often 
delayed years by 
ICC delays, 


would have eased the crunch on 
failing railroad lines, it is argued; 


• Interstate 
truckers 
contend 


that 
they 
frequently 
arc 
not 


allowed to return to their home ter- 
minals with a return load of goods, 
thus sharply increasing shipping 
costs, which must be passed along 
to consumers. The ICC argues the 
policy is designed to protect exist- 
ing truck and rail shipping, but 
critics contend the consumer is the 
loser: 


• ICC opponents argue that the 


ICC has become a referee, rather 
than an agency designed to speed 


the flow of goods. They cite a 1965 
case in which a Midwest trucker 
petitioned the ICC to ship "yak 
fat," a whimsical by-product of the 
Tibetan ox, and the petition was 
immediately followed by lock-step 
objections from truck lines. The 
critics argued that free-market 
shipping would avoid such point- 
less bureaucratic arguments be- 
tween shippers; the ICC should be 
encouraging all kinds of shipping, 
it is argued. 


The central issue in the deregula- 


tion discussion is, docs the ICC to- 
day increase the cost of goods to no 
good advantage and discourage 
competition between varous forms 
of transportation, rather than en- 
couraging efficient transportation. 
It's argued by the ICC's critics that 
we'd 
be better served by a free 


transportation market, in which 
demand would dictate shipping 
costs. 


U'u are not endorsing an aban- 


donment of ICC regulation, but we 
do believe legislation should be 
passed to create a full-scale com- 
mission to study the problem. The 
study 
should 
also cover 
such 


agencies as the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, which is responsible for air- 
line fare regulation. 


If we are spending an excessive 


amount of money for regulation — 
it's argued that it costs each Amer- 
ican $(56 a year for such controls — 
then we need to determine whether 
we're getting our money's worth. A 
government commission, as pro- 
posed last fall by President Ford, 
is a good step towards getting a 
documented answer to that ques- 
tion. 


Illegal aliens 


It's only logical, in these twisted 


times, that if you want to find ille- 
gal aliens, look inside the federal 
agency responsible for keeping 
them out of the United States. 


Start with the Immigration and 


Naturalization Service, which has 
always decried 
the 
increasing 


number of illegal foreigners who 
have entered this country. 


It seems that two members of a 


crew responsible for cleaning its 
building were recently discovered 
to be, of all things, illegal aliens. 


Such an episode might be termed 


"bringing the problem home" — 
and it certainly underscores the 
fact that millions of foreigners arc 
enjoying the good life in the United 
States without the responsibilities 
of citizenship.

Dear Dr. Sutler, Dist. 57 superintendent: 


When will it all end for Lions Park 


School? We find ourselves once more in 
the position of ending out a school year 
with a principal who, because he is leav- 
ing, cannot continue to reinforce the pro- 
grams he has initiated. Once again :n 
September, we will begin adjustment to 
a new principal who must introduce his 
programs and get to know new teachers, 
parents and students before the business 
of learning can begin. 


Oh, yes, the students. That's what it's 


all about, isn't it? And our students have 
had to "enjoy" adjusting to four princi- 
pals and four approaches to education in 
the last seven years. 


Why the change once again? In all the 


rhetoric in the newspapers about the rea- 
sons for Dr. Nelson's "resignation," one 
thing comes through to me: Dr. Nelson's 
methods have not "worked." "Someone" 
has not agreed with his approach to edu- 
cating the children. 


Well, I, for one parent, saw a rapport 


established between the children and Mr. 
(as he asked to be called) Nelson that 
never began to exist with previous prin- 
cipals. He truly care<i for the children as 
individuals and worked with them as in- 
dividuals, His presence in the classrooms 
will be missal. (A group of Lincoln Ju- 
nior High students is at present pre- 
paring a petition protesting Mr. Nelson's 
leaving because as one girl put it, 
"When Mr. Nelson was there, I actually 
liked school.") 


I feel an overwhelming frustration that 


dissenters' voices can carry so far, while 
those who have positive feelings don't 
oven know what's going on until it's too 
late. If this decision was made strictly 
between Bill Nelson and his superiors, it 
might be accepted. After all, you are the 
educators, not me. But I feel there is 
more to it than that — negative attitudes 
have been heard and responded to with- 
out allowing for positive opinions to be 
aired. 


May I speculate as to what your deci- 


sion now means for our school and our 
children? Any identification the children 
may have formed with their principal is 
destroyed — they know he is leaving. 
Their teachers are bound to have feel- 
ings that will affect their teaching for the 
balance of the year. Then again in Sep- 
tember, it will be a group of strangers 
trying to set up communication before 
even thinking about the matter of learn- 
ing. 


To my mind, one thing stands out as so 


obvious that I cannot understand why it 
is not considered. A child responds more 
to a stable environment, to a consistency 
of method, to a familiarity of surround- 
ings, than to all the good intentions of 
"progressive" 
educators 
and 
"well- 


meaning" parents.

Maybe our children would test better, 


would be learning more, if they had not 
been shifted so frequently from teaching 
method to teaching method, from SRA to 
Sullivan, from traditional to open class- 
room and back again, from principal to 
principal. Maybe if they felt a bit more 
secure about what's ahead for them, they 
could settle down and learn. Maybe if the 
atmosphere for a joy in learning that Bill 
Nelson was creating for our children had

'Hippocrates would cringe in shame' 


LATTA. S.C. — Life has never been 


overly fine for Shirley Abrams. A black, 
she was born to deep poverty, forced out 
of school by economic conditions and 
grew up semi-literate or perhaps re- 
tarded. Now married to a $35-a-wcck fur- 
niture salesman, she bothers over a 
household so astonishingly decrepit that, 
according to one sympathetic neighbor, 
"even the roaches avoid it." 


Recently, though, the woman suffered 


what must be an ultimate degradation 
even for one so thoroughly degraded. In 
labor with a terminating pregnancy and 
unable to afford proper care, Shirley 
Abrams was refused attention by her 
doctor, denied admission by a hospital 
and forced to give birth In the streets of 
a nearby town. 


It happened this way: 
Labor began late on a weekend eve- 


ning and Mrs. Abrams, 23, asked her 


husband to call the Latta Rescue Ser- 
vice, the only ambulance in town. Her 
pains were slight at first, but by the time 
the ambulance reached County Memorial 
Hospital, the woman had severe cramps 
and discomfort was building. Knowing 
this, nevertheless, hospital officials re- 
fused to admit Mrs. Abrams even under 
emergency conditions. 


The medics explained they were com- 


pletely within their legal rights, saying 
they could not automatically admit a 
patient without a physician's order. As 
for emergency treatment, Mrs. Abrams 
did not qualify because, they said, obstet- 
rics is not considered an emergency 
since an expectant mother has nine 
months to plan her care. 


Dumbfounded, the rescue squad placed 


a hurried call to a local doctor who had 
handled Mrs. Abrams as a patient in the 
past. But he, too, declined interest or re- 


sponsibility. Yes, he said, the woman had 
been his patient in the early stages of 
her pregnancy, but when she did not 
meet payments on her bill he told her to 
"hit the street." He said he would not go 
back on that. Hence, the matter was out 
of his hands. 


Frantic now, with Mrs. Abrams crying 


out for help on the narrow ambulance 
cot, the rescue crew tried to get other 
doctors interested. One, a surgeon, at 
County Memorial, referred them to an- 
other, who could not be located, and an- 
other, who was away for the night. "It 
was crazy," says a witness, "Like a sick 
comedy. We went from place to place, 
breaking all speed laws but never really 
getting anywhere at all." 


In desperation, the rescue crew con- 


tacted a licensed midwife. Here again, 
however, they were told a doctor's per- 
mission was necessary. "And when we 


called the doctor back, saying all we 
needed was his okay for the midwife, he 
still said no. We practically begged. We 
explained he wouldn't have to even show 
up — but he still said no." 


Finally, all pleas exhausted, and with 


no place left to go, the rescue squad op- 
ted for their only moral alternative: they 
delivered the baby themselves. Stopping 
at a curb, draping paper sheets over the 
windows, borrowing cold water from an 
outside faucet, and "praying the baby 
out as much as anything," the crew 
made a delivery at 6:15 a.m., seven 
hours after the ordeal began. The baby, 
a girl, was almost immediately christen- 
ed "Faith" by crew and mother who de- 
termined, under the circumstances, it 
was fully apropos. 


The story's end, however, is not happy. 


Though mother and child are doing fine, 
their initial suffering indicates the medi- 
cal establishment in this area is ill. 


What's more, the incident is not just a 
local aberration; similar, if not so blat- 
antly cruel events, are occurring in 
health setups across America. Rescue 
squads and ambulance crews in many 
towns complain of uncaring physicians 
and inflexible institutions endangering 
the well-being of the impoverished sick. 


There can be no excuse for it. And the 


excuses that are made should be given 
no ear. 


"The most damning thing about the 


Abrams' thing," says Mary Kate Butler, 
a poverty worker who was in on the de- 
livery, "is that nobody took responsi- 
bility for her. The doctors said it wasn't 
theirs, the hospital said it wasn't theirs. 
Well then, whose was it? It's got to be 
somebody's, don't you see? If nobody has 
responsibility for the helpless, then all 
we are is animals."

Had that situation developed, and if the 


vote had gone badly for the adminis- 
tration, Ford could have ordered Dam- 
ocles to rattle sabers in the Capitol park- 
ing lot in hopes the noise would drown 
out opposition speakers. 


So much for Damocles 
The reference to the Draconian nature 


of Ford's energy program may have 
been an allusion to Mrs. Frances Draco, 
a consumer expert noted for her severe 
advice. Pointing out that hot air rises, 
Mrs. Draco once advised consumers with 
canopied beds to save fuel by turning 
down the heat at night and sleeping on 
top of the canopy so they would be closer 
to the ceiling. 


There is some evidence, however, that 


in this case there was a misunder- 
standing and that the senator actually 
was referring to the "baconian" rather 
than the "draconian" nature of Ford's 
proposals 


In other words, he was saying Ford's 


program was mostly fat and would soon 
shrivel and crumble.

The Jones, Smiths and Browns of the 


world can understand the problem. 


The phone calls that come for some 


other John Smith. The deliveries made to 
the wrong home. 


But maybe they have never had a ton 


of steel I-beams dumped in their back 
yard — the wrong yard. Or received a 
call from the police about the rabbit that 
bit a youngster at their place the other 
day, only to wonder — what rabbit? 


THESE ARE JUST A few of the prob- 


lems many schools in the Northwest sub- 
urbs face daily. 


There arc 36 schools in the Northwest 


suburbs that share their name with an- 
other school in a nearby district. Some 
schools face a constant problem with 
wrong phone calls, deliveries and people 
arriving at the wrong place. 


"It takes a good deal of patience and 


tact to get It handled properly," said 
Richard Jcnness, principal of Holmes Ju- 
nior High School in Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59. There is another Holmes Junior 
High in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21. 
"It's kind of comical at times and hard 
to convince people they have the wrong 
school. They feel we're putting them on." 


BUT THE CONFUSION is not a joke 


and for some schools it is time con- 
suming. 


About two years ago, 500 pounds of 


wheat paste were delivered to Holmes 
Junior High School in Wheeling. "We 
didn't know what it was all about," said 
Larry Baskin, assistant principal at 
Holmes in Dist. 21.

Pain In the upper nlxlomcn with or without vomiting is a 


.symptom. It can be caused by many dffcrcnt things. That is 
why the doctor has to take so many tests and sometimes 
oljserve you over a period of time to find out what the real 
problem is. 


Such n pain can Ixs caused by the heart, from gall bladder 


disease, pancreas disease or a host of other problems. 


Your tests failed to show anything but gall bladder disease. 


Your doctor made the logical conclusion that your pain was 
caused by your gall bladder. 


It is true that a gall bladder disease is more common in 


overweight women, but it can, and often docs, occur in wom- 
en who arc thin. About one out of every five American women 
eventually develop gall bladder disease. Men get it too, but 
about 75 per cent of all cases arc In women. 


Tho pain of n typical acute Infection of the gall bladder Is 


more often under the right rib margin and nearby abdominal 
area. It Is something like n red hot appendix, except that the 
location is higher. Such an acutely infected gall bladder can 
rupture just as an acute appendix can. 


PAIN I'HOM GALL IILADDER disease also can occur 


when a small stone passes through the bile duct. This may 
cause Intermittent crampy pain and it can be quite severe. 
When the stone has passed, and if there arc no other stones in 
the bile duct or other complications, the severe pain may 
slop. You might have passed a small stone. 


When stones arc present it is almost certain that the gall 


bladder Is diseased. And, when the gall bladder is diseased or 
"nonfunctioninp," it usually contains stones. 


You can have recurrent milder attacks from chronic gall 


bladder disease, usually causing gas and intolerance to fatty 
and fried foods with mild pain. As you see, gall bladder dis- 
ease can cause a variety of symptoms and may even be 
present with no symptoms at all. These latter cases arc found 
only by X-ray studies of the gall bladder. 


Most doctors believe that if the patient has no other serious 


medical problems it is usually best to remove a diseased gall 
bladder or one with gall stones. The recent work on dissolving 
stones offers hope that when the problem is just stones that 
one day these patients can be treated medically and avoid the 
surgery, but that choice is not yet generally available.

the Dist. 21 Holmes. 


The schools also had problems getting 


the right school pictures. They used the 
same photography studio and half of the 
pictures were delivered to the wrong 
school. 


The two Frost elementary schools — 


one in Dist. 59 and the other in Dist. 21 — 
not only share the same name but the 
same town, Mount Prospect, resulting in 
double confusion. 


One evening Judd Thompson, principal 


at Frost in Dist. 59, received a phone call 
from the police about a rabbit that bit a 
student that day. The police were check- 
ing to make sure the rabbit was being 
held for observation. 


Thompson said he had not heard of any 


rabbit biting a student or even of a rab- 
bit being in the building that day. The 
next morning he called a staff meeting, 
gave tho staff a reprimand and de- 
manded to know who did not inform him 
about the accident. 


AFTER LOOKING AT the blank stares 


In the room, ho said he realized it must 
have been the other Frost. A quick call 
down to Richard Klaslo, Dist. 21 Frost 
principal, cleared up the matter. 


Klaslo remembers the time he re- 


ceived a call from an irate parent about 
his son who had skipped out of school 
during recess. The father wanted an ex- 
planation about why he did not hear 
about the incident. 


Klaslo said he too was upset and talked 


to the boy on the phone at the father's 
request. After reprimanding the student, 
Klaslo asked him for his teacher's name. 
Then the reason for the lack of commu- 
nication became apparent — the student 
was from the other Frost. 


FOREST VIEW Elementary School in 


Mbunt Prospect gets an abundance of 
calls that are meant for Forest View 
High School in Arlington Heights. 


"That is one of the constant aggrava- 


tions," elementary principal Don Heitz- 
man said. The school averages about 15 
calls a day intended for the high school. 


"In a course of the day, we get a par- 


ent, salesman, or someone looking for 
someone at the high school level," he 
said. "They'll describe a situation and it 
doesn't quite ring a bell. After a five- 
minute dissertation on a problem, we re- 
alize it's not for us." 


"We also get people who come In very 


elated they have found Forest View, only 
to find out they have the wrong Forest 
View," Heitzman said. 


Frank Tavano, principal at Schaum- 


burg Elementary School, said he does 
not have many identity problems with 
Schaumburg High School. Although both 
are located on Schaumburg Road, the 
elementary school Is "east" and the high 
school is "west." He said "elementary" 
is printed on everything they mail, in the 
phone book and in big letters in front of 
the school to help the situation. 


EVEN A COMPUTER couldn't keep 


things straight when it was confronted 
with the two Ridge elementary schools in 
Dist. 59 and Arlington Heights Dist. 25. 


Both schools use the same reading 


series and naturally Dist. 25 Ridge 
school's order wound up at the Dist. 59 
school. 


"They didn't discover the mistake until 


they realized they had an excess of books 
and called us," said Jim Hall, principal 
of Ridge in Dist. 25. "The names of the 
school were the same and the computer 
numbers were close. The computer kick- 
ed out their number on our order." 


"We have people call here wanting to 


talk to a teacher or pull a kid out of 
school," said Bob Kochnkc, principal of 
Ridge in Dist. 59. "Everyone will have a 
blank face until wo figure they've called 
the wrong school." 


"Our secretaries are becoming very 


familiar too," Hall said. 


WHILE THE PRINCIPALS and office 


staff at the schools with duplicate names 
have problems, most of them don't have 
to contend with it at home. 


Except for Uie principal at Holmes Ju- 


nior High School in Dist. 21. 


His name is Jim Johnson.

GETTING PEOPLE TO laugh has 


been Milton Berle's job for the greater 
part of his 66 years, and especially when 
he walked across the stage of NBC-TV 
from 1948 to 1956 


During that period Berle was the per- 


sonification of the smart aleck of post- 
World War H America. He was TV's first 
superstar and became known as "Uncle 
Miltie." There wasn't anything he 
wouldn't do for a joke — false noses, pies 
in the face, or a smash from a giant 
powder puff. 


During Berle's heyday on television, 


there were nights when viewers across 


the country watched little else but the 
rubber-faced comic And he was general- 
ly credited with selling more TV sets in 
the early days of the medium than all 
the nation's appliance salesmen com- 
bined 


He was the first major entertainer to 


accept the challenge of television when 
he starred on the "Texaco Star Theater" 
in 1948. He made television history when 
he signed a mulUmillion dollar contract 
with NBC in 1951 The contract was not 
to expire until Berle reached 72. He gets 
paid $100,000 a year whether he works or 
not

• "Please... it isn't nice." 
While many youngsters were writing 


about common school projects, first gra- 
ders at Berkley School, Arlington 
Heights, decided to write to an important 
person, for the sake of the animal king- 
dom. 


Recent sighting of the near extinct 


Hooded Seal in the North Atlantic has 
brought a wave of protest from around 
the world as Canadian hunters are pre- 
paring to kill the animals for the valu- 
able fur pelts. 


Canadian authorities have given the 


hunters permission to hunt the animals, 
spotted off Baffin Island in the North At- 
lantic. So the first graders are writing 
Canadian Prime Minister Henry Trudeau 
to voice their protest. 


As usual, the simple and clear thinking 


of a 6-year-old, hits home. 


"You should not kill the Hooded Seals 


because coats arc good enough by them- 
selves," wrote Linda Behrad. 


"The just want money. The people who 


kill them," wrote Tim Struck. 


TUB HUNTERS, who are set to sail 


early this month, club the baby seals, 
then strip the pelt from the unconscious 
animal, while the helpless mother watch- 
es. That method also has brought the 
wrath of the first graders. 


"Please don't bop them on the head. 


Sincerely, Robert Fiori." 


"I hope you stop clubbing the seals. I 


don't like it," wrote Eileen Krawchuk. 


The Idea for the letter writing cam- 


paign started with a newspaper ad, en- 
listing help in the form of protest letters 
or telegrams to the Canadian govern- 
ment, said Bev Holler, first-grade teach- 
er. 


"Everybody 
really understood the 


problem and got excited about helping," 
said Mrs. Roller. "This is the best proj- 
ect we've had all year," she added. 


"THEY HAD a little trouble with the 


'Dear Prime Minister Trudeau' and 'Sin- 
cerely' part, but they knew what they 
wanted to say," said Mrs. Holier. 


While all the children wanted the seals 


to live, some had special plans for the 
animals. 


"I don't want the seals to be killed," 


^wrote Kapri Barns. "I want them to go 
to the zoo." 


'Busiest year 
ever' for county 
circuit court 


Chief Judge John S. Boyle announced 


that Cook County Circuit Court last year 
had the busiest year in its history. 


For the first time, the number of civil 


and criminal cases Initiated in the court 
topped 5 million. The exact number — 
5,170,405 — was approximately 100 per 
cent more than in 1964, its first year of 
operation under the new Unified Court 
System. The total included 464,845 new 
filings in the court's five suburban dis- 
tricts. 


Judge Boyle said that records in the 


office of Circuit Court Clerk, Morgan 
Finley, show the court system's revenue 
increased $1 million to a total of $32.2 
million from filing fees, costs, bail bonds 
and fines. 


The fines, which are distributed to 


communities where arrests are made, 
made up $15.2 million of the court's total 
revenue. Chicago's share of the fines was 
$11,9 million and the suburbs shared $3.7 
million.

Illegal speed trap 


Is there such a thing as an Illegal 


speed trap in Illinois? 


The law provides that electronic speed- 


detecting devices shall not be used within 
500 feet beyond any speed limit sign. 
Evidence thus obtained is inadmissible in 
any prosecution for speeding. The only 
exception is in special school speed zones 
where speed surveillance is permitted 
within 500 feet of the sign. There is noth- 
ing that prohibits a radar car from being 
concealed from view of the motorist. 


Company could place Hen 


A heating company supposedly repair- 


ed my furnace, but I am not satisfied. I 
didn't sign a contract, but I have paid 
them all but 50 dollars of the bill. Could 
they place a Hen on my property for the 
rest of the bill? 


It is entirely possible. A valid contract 


is one requirement for a lien to be placed 
against your property, but the contract 
need not be in writing.

If a person dies without a will, what Is

Indoors or out—track is demanding 


Track and field is like gardening — 


you can do it indoors or out. And like a 
begonia or a geranium, a good trackman 
can thrive in either environment. It just 
takes some accommodation. 


A world-class runner like Rick Wohl- 


hutcr, for instance, will Insist that he 
performs better indoors, but he won't be 
ablo to explain why exactly. Perhaps, as 
was suggested in a recent article in 
Sports Illustrated, the proximity of the 
crowd has something to do with it. 


In local high school track, however, the 


indoor situation is different. There are no 
banked tricks, no air-conditioned sta- 
diums. Ovals are small and surfaces 
vary greatly. Space is cramped and the 
air is stuffy and dry. But the main differ- 
ence indoors is the greater number of 
turns per race. 


"The turns arc much tighter and the 


kids can't get strfdcd out," explained 
W h e e l i n g track coach Jim Nagel. 
"There's more pressure on the shins be- 
cause of all the turns." 


Horsey coach Larry Travis agreed. 


"For each race it's different," he said. 
"For the sprinters, the turns take a tre- 
mendous toll on the ankles. And the dis- 
tance men have so many more turns that 
there's that much more wear on the an- 
kles and feet." 


So it is only natural that runners and 


coaches yearn for the outdoor season 
when they can do the running on a nor- 
mal, 440-yard oval where times will im- 
prove immensely. 


"We've got a 13-lap track (to the mile) 


indoors," said Travis, "and we've never 
had better than a :54 quarter. You just 
can't get a good time on a small track." 


But Travis, who was a 440-man in his 


running days, believes that a smaller 
runner can adapt more easily to the in* 
door turns. 


"For the bigger Wd with the longer 


stride, the turns will hurt him more," 
said Travis, who stands well under six 
feet. "The smaller kid can adapt to the 
turns, but then outdoors the wind is go- 
ing to hurt him more than a big kid. My 
own times were Just as good indoors as 
outdoors." 


Kersey's indoor track is smaller than 


Wheeling's 160-yard, 11-lap-mlle track.

Few area tracks are bigger. But adapt- 
ing to the extra indoor demands is a 
challenge for all runners, especially 
those who can practice only in their 
school's hallways. 


"The most limiting factor is that you 


can't develop a concept of how a race 
should be run," said Conant coach Ron 
Gummerson. "You're very limited in the 
halls. You can never reach your full po- 
tential." 


One advantage clearly exists Indoors: 


the weather isn't a factor. Damp, chilly 
weather outdoors means muscle strains 
and pulls and results in sub-par perform- 
ances, particularly In the field events. In- 
side, It's always warm and dry. 


"There are some disadvantages in the 


field events indoors," countered Schaum- 
burg head man Denny Garbcr. "There 


are the crowded conditions — more dis- 
tractions, a kid will be psyching himself 
up and there will always be something or 
someone to distract him." 


Still, there's no wind indoors — and for 


a pole vaultcr, a long jumper, a hurdler 
— that's important. 


Some indoor facilities arc less than 


adequate, though. The long jump pit at 
Elgin High School is in the basement 
among the boilers. "You've got to run 
between the pipes and everything," said 
Garber. "Their runway is about 80 feet 
long — outdoors it's usually 150 feet." 


Elgin's facilities arc better than some 


other nrca schools. Crjstal Lake and 
East Lcydcn, two good track schools, 
have no runway at all. You simply don't 
long-jump indoors there. 


"The runways often aren't long

And there is something else. 
"In the longer ruining events," Garbcr 


said, "the boy will be coming around af- 
ter his first lap and his coach will hold 
up his hands and tell him "25 more laps' 
— that's got to be a tremendous psy- 
chological disadvantage. It has to play 
on his mind." 


But, as Travis insists, there is that 


added crowd incentive. "The people are 
right there on top of the track," he point- 
ed out "You can line the track with kids, 
something you just can't do outside. The 
fans can practically reach out and touch 
you — that's got to pump you up." 


There is a magical quality in outdoor 


track, too. There is a feeling — an exu- 
berance — connected with running and 
jumping outdoors which can't be equaled 
in the stuffy ficldhotisc. 


It is so much more exhilarating to fin- 


ish n sprint without crashing into a wall 
of protective mats. And there is some- 
thing special in actually dashing the -HO 
— just once around the oval. 


Yes, outdoors is definitely \\hcre track 


belongs. 


"We'll !>e trjing to get outside as much 


as possible in the next cnuplc of weeks," 
said Ginnincrson. "The kids complain 
about the dryness, and we've got tea- 
chers wailing in the halls and ever} thing. 


"But some of the kids do say that the 


outdoor season is kind of anti-dimactic 
after the indoor meets," Gummerson 
added.

D-Mlnn., predicted that the loUil package 
of tax rebate and reduction measures 
will bo enacted quickly and that if Con- 
gress docs not pass u proposed $:I5 billion 
tax cut by the Easter recess, the Con- 
gressmen should work through Easter to 
get the proposal through. 


Humphrey's committee has recom- 


mended the $.13 billion cut, with $10 bil- 
lion rebated on 1974 taxes and the rest in 
reduced taxes for 197.'>, He said 75 per 
cent of (he lax relief would go to persons 
earning lew than $20,000 n year. 


Treasury Sec. William Simon and 


President Fonl have proposed a cut of 
only 118.5 billion, and Simon has sug- 


gested that most of the tax relief go to 
upper middle-class families since it Is 
they who spend the most and would have 
a greater impact on the flagging econo- 
my. 


Humphrey characterized Simon's plan 


as the "trickle down" theory wlilch sug- 
gests that tax advantages go first to high 
income earners so their spending can 
"trickle down" through the lower end of 
income levels. 


Humphrey lashed out at present eco- 


nomic policies by saying Congress, the 
Federal Reserve system and the admin- 
istration had all delayed moving to case 
the recession and that Ford's economic 
proposals arc "too little, too late, in- 
effectual, 
poorly conceived 
and 
in- 


adequate." 


Mcamvlillc, members of Congress were 


reacting to other severe indicators of 
economic times: bank closings and up- 
coming union wage demands. 


Nationalised banks urged 


The new chairman of the House Bank- 


Ing and Currency Committee, U.S. Rep. 
Henry Rcuss, D-Wis., said Sunday that 
the government should nationalize banks 
which fail. The next time the government 
has to step in to help out a failing bank 
such as the Franklin National Bank, 
Rcuss said, let's consider making it the 
Franklin Nationalized Bank ". . . and 
show the rest of the banking industry 
that it is possible to run a bank as a 
service to the people." 


Reuss also called for the formation of 


government corporations to compete 
with private companies in offshore oil 
drilling. Rcuss said his idea is not to be- 
gin the nationalization of private In- 
dustry but "to take a first step to make 
free enterprise and capitalism really 
work." 


Unemployment cuts strikes 


In Washington, the government's top 


labor mediator says high unemployment 
won't reduce initial union demands at 
contract time, but it will temper final 
positions on contract terms and lessen 
chances for wide-scale strikes. W. J. 
Uscry Jr., director of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service, and special 
assistant to the president for labor rela- 
tions, said "Big raises arc of little value 
to a worker who doesn't have a job." 


"Even the old codgers at the top of the 


seniority list are worried. Seniority 
doesn't mean a thing when the layoff 
reaches 100 per cent," he said. 


Uscry sees fewer strikes as unemploy- 


ment rises. "The economic realities of 
the recession seem to be tempering bot- 
tom-line demands," Usery said.

• U.S. Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., chairman of the 


Joint Economic Committee predicted a big lax rebate and 
tax cut will be passed by the end of the month, with as 
much as $10 billion rebated in 1974 taxes and 75 per cent of 
tax cuts going to persons earning less than $20,000 a year.

was unable to give further information 
Sunday on the party's finances. 


Besides the brochures and open house, 


Brant said, WRP has spent money for 
campaign buttons and posters. The party 
also is paying $250 a month to rent its 
campaign headquarters at 47 N. Wolf Rd. 


All three parties have pledged full dis- 


closure of campaign finances, including 
the names of contributors and the 
amounts donated. The newly enacted Illi- 
nois Campaign Financing Act requires 
candidates to disclose total campaign 
contributions, but docs not require them 
to reveal sources of contributions under 
$1.000. 


THE THREE PARTIES said they have 


not received many large donations and 
arc counting on small contributions to 
carry them through the campaign. 


Jackson said WHIP has raised $517.50 


through contributions and membership 
ilucs and $330 from a fund-raising lunch- 
eon. 


"WHIP is really counting on grass- 


roots financing," Jackson said. "We 
would like to get a lot of small contribu- 
tions because that way we can't be con- 
troled by anyone." 


Brant said although he did not have a 


list of WRP contributors, he is sure the 
campaign is being financed with small 
donations. "The only large donation I 
know of is the billboard that was donated 
to us," he said. 


A billboard advertisement for WRP 


was donated by Plan Comr. Jack Met- 
zgcr, an employe of Diamond Outdoor 
Advertising.

24 families 
left homeless 
in fire Sunday 


As many as 24 families were left home- 


less Sunday after a fire did about $30,000 
worth of damage to the Orchard Apart- 
ments near Wheeling. 


Wheeling Fire ChH Bernard Koeppcn 


said the fire, which was of "suspicious 
origin" started in a first-floor storage 
room of a three-story building at 832 Ci- 
der Ln., Wheeling Township. 


"This is the fourth fire we've had in 


this area in 16 months and they all have 
been similar in nature," he said. "They 
are of suspicious origin, but we can't put 
our finger on it." 


Although the fire apparently \vas con- 


fined to the storage room, Koeppen said 
8 to 12 apartments were damaged by 
smoke and as many as 24 apartments 
may have been left without electricity, 
leaving them uninhabitable. 


Gordon Gunderson, vice chairman of 


the North Cook County Red Cross, said 
his agency would help find housing for 
those who could not return to their apart- 
ments. 


STEVE DEMVONSKI, 17, of 10354 Mi- 


chael Todd Cl., said he and several oth- 
ers spotted the fire after noticing thick 
black smoke coming from an air shaft on 
the top of the building. 


"We knew that wasn't right," Dcm- 


vonski said. He said they ran through the 
building, knocking on doors and warning 
residents of the fire.

Attorneys for the defendants have de- 


nied the charges and asked O'Brien to 
dismiss the suit. 


The homeowners arc asking $200,000 in 


damages from Glen Grove Development 
and $120,000 in damages from Baird and 
Warner.

be required to turn over all books and 
records to the homeowners.

Mayftckl Is tho president nnd principal 


owner of the Centsablc Products Inc., 506 
S. Hicks ltd., Palatine, a toy manufac- 
turing company that he began eight 


years ago "with no ready cash and not 
one new toy Idea," he said. 


The company made its first mark on 


the national toy market in 1973 with 
"soccer boppcrs," an inflatable pair of 
vinyl boxing filovcs, that still comprised 
65 per cent of the company's total sales 
last year, Mayficld said. 


THE IDCA for the product was sub- 


mitted by an Indiana steel foreman, one 
of the many free-lance inventors who 
have contributed some of the company's 
most successful toy designs during the 
past four years. 


More of the recent toy designing is 


being dona by professional designers who 
have devised magnetic and flathcad dart 


games and card table playhouses. These 
arc designed canvasses that can be drap- 
ed over a cardtable to create a life-size 
playhouse for children, Mayfleld said. 


The company plans to introduce a sim- 


ulated firecracker this spring which pro- 
duces a real "pop" when chemically- 
treated sand inside the firecracker is 
rubbed together. 


Mayfield suspects that his "big seller" 


this year will be a Vclcro coated dart 
set. Fabric on the dart tips sticks to the 
fabric-covered dart board. 


THE 45-YEAR-OLD entrepreneur is 


concerned with the safety aspect of his 
20 main toy lines because, he says, he 
can appreciate parents' concern. He is

the father of seven children, who occa- 
sionally test his new products, Mayfield 
said. 


"The kids have always been excited 


about the toys we make. They especially 
get all worked up over the television 
commercials we produce and run, usual- 
ly during the children's programs on Sat- 
urday morning or weekday afternoons," 
he said. 


Mayficd, a former marketing manger 


for Armour Star Co. and Curtiss Candy 
Co., said that he never thought he would 
be distributing toys nationwide. His sales 
have recently expanded to Canada, 
Puerto Rico, and portions of South Amer- 
ica. Mayfield plans to introduce his toys 
to European stores later this year. 


BUT THE COMPANY'S bulk business 


continues at home where it demands 
that the Palatine plant often assemble 
and package 10,000 dart games and 
24,000 soccer hoppers a day. The com- 
p o n y ' s warehouse normally holds 
$800,000 worth of toys that are stacked 
and ready for shipment to a variety of 
stores, Mayficld said. 


Mayfilcd contracts for most of the toy 


production, although the final toy is as- 
sembled and packaged in Palatine. May- 
field docs not produce most of his own 
toys because "it is cheaper lo the con- 
sumer if we don't invest in toy molds 
that we will be stuck for using in years 
to come," he said. 


Most of the company's toys retail for 


less than $5, although the costs for mate- 
rials like vinyl have increased rapidly m 
the past several years because of the 
energy crisis. 


"What we don't make on one toy, we 


make on another. But, in any case, we 
are doing rather well, and expect a 
booming business this year," Mayfield 
said. 


MAYFIELD ATTENDED the two-week 


toy fair in New York last month for the 
annual showing of new products by toy 
manufacturers. About 8,000 buyers began 
ordering for the year while 1,000 manu- 
facturers exhibited their newest toys. 


"I got into this business because I 


thought I could produce a toy that was 
better than what was out on the market, 
for less money. I think we are doing it, 
and we will probably make many more 
action toys in the future that are unique 
compared to those that are already mar- 
keted," Mayfield said. 


Mayficld refers to the toy business as 


"big business," that requires him to put 
in long hours buying materials, talking 
with clients, and checking on production. 


"I am very happy with my work," 


Mayfield said — even though it's not all 
fun and games.

A fund-raising drive has been started 


to buy a '$30,000 machine that detects 
breast cancer. The machine is for North- 
west Community Hospital, Arlington 
Heights. 


The Arlington Heights Jaycees are 


sponsoring the drive. They plan a door- 
to-door campaign, as well as car washes, 
auctions, pancake breakfasts and dances. 


Thermography — the process by which 


the machine works — is used in the early 
detection of breast cancer. 
Tumors, 


which are usually warmer than sur- 
rounding healthy tissue, can be found by 
the heat they generate. 


The machine painlessly scans the 


breast in a 15 to 20-minute procedure and 
produces a "heat photograph" of the tis- 
sue. 


Thermography is relatively new and 


the procedure is inexpensive to the 


patient. It does not have the radiation 
hazards associated with X-rays. The 
thermogram may also detect tumors that 
are too small to register on an X-ray.

The size of the proposed Metropolitan 


Sanitary District sewage treatment plant 
in Des Plnlnes may be sharply reduced 
if federal officials bold to n -set of guide- 
Protection Agency, 
lines drafted by the U.S. Environmental 


The EPA projected that the population 


In be served by the O'Harc Sewage 
Treatment Plant would require a facil- 
ity (lint would treat about 43 million gal- 
lons of sewage per day. Tlw MSD has 
indicated the plant should treat about 72 
million gallons initially and be enlarged 
to 90 million gallons by the yar 2030. The 
EPA report indicates the maximum size 
of the plant should bo only 73 million gal- 
lons. 


Tlie EPA environmental Impact report, 


released last week, does not contain any 
firm recommendation on the size of the 
plant. It Indicates that a recommenda- 


tion will bo made after a series of public 
hearing later this month. 


THE REDUCTION IN size could also 


reduce the estimated $94 million price 
tag on the sewage plant. About 75 per 
cent of the cost will be paid by the fddcr- 
al government. 


The EPA report did not comment on a 


study prepared by Des Plaines Aid. 
Richard Ward, f)th, who suggested that 
plant may not be needed at all. 


Ward compiled the document from 


MSD studies which indicate that there is 
already enough planned, sewage-treat- 
ment capacity at other MSD facilities to 
eliminate the need for the O'Harc plant. 


Planned addition to the North Side 


Scwnge Treatment Plant in Skokic would 
eliminate the need for the plant, Ward 
said. 


His report also suggested that a plan to 


connect the northwest section of the 
MSD's deep tunnel system to another 
tunnel'system running beneath, the :Dcs 
Plaines River should be adopted. 


Ward contends that the two factors will 


provide the needed treatment capacity 
for the area. 


WARD HAS BEEN ONE of the leaders 


of Des Plaines' effort to force either the 
elimination or relocation of the plant for 
the past 10 years. City officials have ar- 
gued that the plant, which will be built at 
tlio intersection of Oakton Street and 
Elmhurst Road, would become a nui- 
sance to nearby residential areas. 


Ward and others have also claimed the 


plant could be a health hazard. 


The EPA report stated that there does 


not appear to bo any evidence at this 
time to substantiate the health-hazard 
claims. 


Townships jnight be eliminated 
Mikva leans toward limit 
on revenue-sharing funds

Mlkva said he has considered eliminat- 


ing dm (whips from receiving revenue- 
sharing funds In view of the likelihood 
that the revenue-sharing program will 
suffer serious budgetary cutbacks next 
year in Congress. 


The Congressman made his comments 


at the first meeting of the 10th District 
Public Officials Council In Northbrook. 


HY ELIMINATING townships from the 


revenue sharing rolls, Mikva said it 
might bo possible to avoid large financial 
cutback* to municipalities. 


"I'm afraid revenue sharing will be re- 


duced to the point where existing pro- 
grams cannot be effective and new pro- 
grams cannot l>o started," Mlkva said. 
"I would rather ,«eo one local unit of gov- 
ernment get sufficient funds so some pro- 
grams can continue to bo maintained ef- 
fectively rather than have two local units 
of government get cut substantially so 
neither one can run adequate pro- 
granw." 


Municipal officials present at the con- 


ference told Mlkva their communities 
arc heavily dependent on revenue shar- 
ing to maintain certain programs they 
have started. Some communities have 
even used revenue-sharing funds to 
create full-time fire departments and fi- 
nance the hiring of more policemen In 
their communities, some local officials 
said. 


Poll shoics handgun opposition 


Eighty-one per cent of the persons sur- 


veyed in n poll taken by U.S. Rep. Abner 
J. Mlkva, D-10th, said they favor a ban 
on the sale and manufacture of handguns 
except for use by police, military and 
licensed pistol clubs. 


The poll questioned 474 persons in the 


10th Congressional District and 385 said 
they would favor such a law. More than

and blue and topped by a statuette 
representing victory. 


The description belongs to a spe- 


cial Bicentennial trophy 
designed 


and built by Doyle, owner of Rebel's 
Trophies, 
1433 Oakton

Plaines, as a donation to the city's 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Doyle said the trophy is the largest 


he has ever made in the 12 years he 
has been constructing and designing 
plaques. He decided completely on 
his own to build the trophy and do- 
nate it to the chamber because he 
wanted to participate and contribute 
in some way to the city's celebration 
of the nation's Bicentennial. 


"I wanted to make something pa- 


triotic so I decided I might as well 
make a patriotic trophy," Doyle 
said. "It's one of a kind." 


Doyle said once he got the idea for 


the trophy, it did not take him long 


to design it and only two days to con- 
struct it. 


THE TROPHY IS a three-tiered 


stand with the official Bicentennial 
symbol on the bottom tier, emblems 
of the four armed forces topped by 
the American flag on the second tier, 
red, white and blue stars, and a stat- 
uo on the top representing the sym- 
bol of victory. 


The trophy, which is on display in 


Doyle's store window, would retail 
for about $200, the trophy builder 
said, but the chamber and the city's 
Bicentennial Commission will be able 
to use the gift as they see fit, Doyle 
said.

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Tax rebate by April 1: Humphrey 


An Income lax rebate ami tax reduc- 


tion for bclcagurcd Americans will be 
passed by Congress by the end of the 
month, predicted the chairman of the 
Joint Congressional Economic Corn- 
mill eo Sunday. 


US. Sen. Hubert 
II. Humphrey, 


D-Minn., predicted that the total package 
of tax rcbiitc and reduction measures 
Mill bo enacted quickly and that if Con- 
gress docs not pass n proposed $.1") billion 
lux cut by the Easter recess, the Con- 
gressmen should work through Easter to 
get the proposal through. 


Humphrey's committee has recom- 


mended the $33 billion cut, with $10 bil- 
lion rebated on 1971 taxes and the rest in 
reduced taxes for 1075. He said 75 per 
cent of the lax relief would go to persons 
earning less than $20,000 n year. 


Treasury Sec. William Simon and 


President Ford have proposed n cut of 
only $16,5 billion, nnd Simon has sug- 


gested that most of the tax relief go to 
upper middle-class families since it is 
they who spend the most and would have 
a greater impact on the flagging econo- 
my. 


Humphrey characterized Simon's plan 


as the "trickle down" theory which sug- 
gests that tax advantages go first to high 
income earners so their spending can 
"trickle down" through the lower end of 
Income levels. 


Humphrey lashed out at present eco- 


nomic policies by saying Congress, the 
Federal Reserve system and the admin- 
istration had all delayed moving to case 
the recession and that Ford's economic 
proposals arc "too little, too late, In- 
effectual, 
poorly conceived and 
in- 


adequate." 


Meanwhile, members of Congress were 


reacting to other severe indicators of 
economic times: bank closings and up- 
coming union wage demands. 


Nationalised banks urged 


The new chairman of the House Bank- 


ing and Currency Committee, U.S. Hep. 
Henry Reuss, D-Wis., said Sunday that 
the government should nationalize banks 
which fail. The next time the government 
has to step in to help out a failing bai.': 
such as the Franklin National Bank, 
Reuss said, let's consider making it the 
Franklin Nationalized Bank ". . . and 
show the rest of the banking industry 
that it Is possible to run a bank as a 
service to the people." 


Reuss also called for the formation of 


government 
corporations 
to 
compete 


with private companies In offshore oil 
drilling. Reuss said his idea is not to be- 
gin the nationalization of private in- 
dustry but "to take a first step to make 
free enterprise and capitalism really 
work." 


Unemployment cuts strikes 


In Washington, the government's top 


labor mediator says high unemployment 
won't reduce initial union demands at 
contract time, but it will temper final 
positions on contract terms and lessen 
chances for wide-scale strikes. W. J. 
Usery Jr., director of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service, and special 
assistant to the president for labor rela- 
tions, said "Big raises are of little value 
to n worker who doesn't have a job." 


"Even the old codgers at the top of the 


seniority list aie worried. Seniority 
doesn't mean a thing when the layoff 
reaches 100 per cent," he said. 


Usery sees fewer strikes as unemploy- 


ment rises. "The economic realities of 
the recession seem to be tempering bot- 
tom-line demands," Usery said.

EPA figures differ from MSD's 
U.S. may cut O'Hare 
sewage plant size 


The 8)20 of the proposed Metropolitan 


Sanitary District sewage treatment plant 
in DCS Plaines may be sharply reduced 
if federal officials hold to a set of guide- 
Protection Agency, 
lines drafted by the U.S. Environmental 


The EPA projected that the population 


to Ix? served by the O'Harc Sewage 
Treatment Plant would require a facil- 
ity that would treat alwut 4:> million gal- 
low of sewage per day. The MSD has 
indicated the plant should treat about 72 
million gallons initially and be enlarged 
to iX> million gallons by the yar 2030. The 
EPA report Indicates the maximum size 
of the pl.inl should be only 75 million gal- 
lons. 


The EPA environmental impact report, 


released last week, does not contain any 
firm recommendation on the size of the 
plant. It indicates that n recommenda- 


tion will be made after a scries of public 
hearing later this month. 


THE REDUCTION IN size could also 


reduce the estimated $94 million price 
tag on the sewage plant. About 75 per 
cent of the cost will be paid by the feder- 
al government. 


The EPA report did not comment on a 


study prepared by DCS Plaines Aid. 
Richard Ward, Bth, who suggested that 
plant may not be needed at all. 


Ward compiled the document from 


MSD studies which indicate that there is 
already enough planned, sewage-treat- 
ment capacity at other MSD facilities to 
eliminate the need for the O'Harc plant. 


Planned addition to the North Sido 


Sewage Treatment Plant in Skokie would 
eliminate the need for the plant, Word 
said. 


His report also suggested that a plan to 


connect the northwest section of the 
MSD's deep tunnel system to another 
tunnel system running beneath the DCS 
Plaines River should be adopted. 


Ward contends that the two factors will 


provide the needed treatment capacity 
for the area. 


WARD HAS BEEN ONE of the leaders 


of Des Plaines' effort to force either the 
elimination or relocation of the plant for 
the past 10 years. City officials have ar- 
gued that the plant, which will be built at 
the intersection of Oakton Street and 
Elmhurst Road, would become a nui- 
sance to nearby residential areas. 


Ward and others have also claimed the 


plant could be a health hazard. 


The EPA report stated that there does 


not appear to be any evidence at this 
time to substantiate the health-hazard 
claims.

McGRENERA SAID THE 
commis-

The 
thermogram may also detect tumors that 
arc too small to register on an X-ray.

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Schools urge 
experimental 
classes be ended 


The Schnumburg Township Dlst. M ad- 


ministration has recommended that the 
board of education drop an experimental 
program in individually guided instruc- 
tion being used In two district schools. 


The board's education committee will 


discuss the recommendation at a meet- 
ing March 17. 


The program is being used on an ex- 


perimental bash at Muir School in Hoff- 
man Estates and Hanover Highlands 
School In Hanover Park. The board has 
been evaluating the program to deter- 
mine whether to expand it to other 
schools In the district, continue It at the 
two schools or eliminate it. 


Parents of children attending the two 


schools have been strong supporters of 
tho program. Forty parents met with 
school officials lost month, asking them 
to continue the program and suggested 
that tho board expand It to other schools. 


INDIVIDUALLY GUIDED education 


(ICE) combines team teaching, individ- 
ualized Instructor! and open classrooms. 
It costs about 20 per cent more than 
traditional programs, mainly because It 
requires tho use of teacher aides. The 
additional cost would be between $60,000 
and $75,000 per school, on expense dis- 
trict officials question whether they can 
afford. 


The administration is recommending 


that the program be discontinued but 
that tho board lilro learning center teach- 
ers in each of its elementary schools at a 
cost of about $2.11,000. The learning cen- 
ter Is an outgrowth of what used to be 
the school library. Library aides who arc 
not legally qualified to give instruction to 
children are now used in the learning 
center. Learning center teachers arc cer- 
tified teachers who aro able to work with 
groups of students or Individuals on class 
projects. 


The administration also recommends 


tho elimination of $400 in extra salary for 
unit leaders of teacher teams. 


The board will discuss the recommen- 


dations at tho education committee meet- 
ing at 8 p.m. In tho learning center of 
Keller Junior High School, 820 Bode M, 
Scliaumburg. 


Builder-donation 
guidelines stay 


A move to drop all guidelines for build- 


er contributions to Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dlst. 54 schools has been defeated 
by a 4-to-3 vote of the board of education. 


The board has been discussing the pos- 


sibility of revising the guidelines for con- 
tributions from developers In Schaum- 
burg Township. It considered changing 
the old guidelines of requiring a $150 do- 
nation for every child in a development 
enrolled in Dist. 54, to requiring a $25 
donation per bedroom on all living units 
with two or more bedrooms. 


Village officials in Schaumburg Town- 


ship had mixed reactions to the guide- 
lines, which aro enforced by village zon- 
ing boards. In a meeting with school offi- 
cials last January, Schaumburg Village 
Prcs. Robert Atchcr, said he believed the 
guidelines were unfair and questioned 
whether the district needed builder dona- 
tions at all. 


"I WONDER WHETHER we should 


can builder guidelines," Dlst. 54 Board 
Prcs. Gordon Thorcn said. Thorcn said 
enforcement of the guidelines in tho 
township has been "inconsistent." He 
suggested the board do away with all 
guidelines, depend on the villages to col- 
lect donations, and work to get legisla- 
tion making builder contributions to 
schools mandatory. 


"Wo have never had a legal leg to 


stand on," Thorcn said. Contributions to 
schools arc not mandatory although a 
zoning board often docs make the contri- 
bution a stipulation for approval. 


Several board members said they be- 


lieved the district should have some sort 
of guidelines just to keep them on 
record. "I think you arc going to sec 
very shortly that by dropping these 
guidelines, wo are going to have to buy 
school sites," board member Dr. Edgar 
Pcldman said. Developers now contrib- 
ute land for a school, a cash donation, or 
both. 


After the 4-to-3 vote the board agreed 


to take the guidelines back to its building 
and sites committee for more study.

D-Minn., predicted that the toUil package 
of tax rebate and reduction measures 
will he enacted quickly and that if Con- 
Kress docs not pass n proposed $35 billion 
tax cut by the Easter recess, the Can- 
pressmen should work through Easter to 
get the proposal through. 


Humphrey's committee has recom- 


mended the $.13 billion cut, with $10 bil- 
lion rebated on 1074 taxes and the rest in 
reduced taxes for 1975. He said 75 per 
cent of the tax relief would go to persons 
earning less than $20,000 a year. 


Treasury Sec. 
William Simon and 


President Ford have proposed n cut of 
only $10.5 billion, and Simon has hug- 


Rested that most of the tax relief go to 
upper middle-class families since it is 
they who spend the most and would have 
a greater impact on the flagging econo- 
my. 


Humphrey characterized Simon's plan 


os the "trickle down" theory which sug- 
gests that tax advantages go first to high 
income earners so their spending can 
"trickle down" through the lower end of 
income levels. 


Humphrey lashed out at present eco- 


nomic policies by saying Congress, the 
Federal Reserve system and the admin- 
istration had all delayed moving to case 
tho recession and that Ford's economic 
proposals arc "too little, too late, in- 
effectual, poorly conceived and in- 
adequate." 


Meanwhile, members of Congress were

Rcuss said Ills idea is not to be- 
gin the nationalization of private in- 
dustry but "to take a first step to make 
free enterprise and capitalism really 
work."

"The economic realities of 
the recession seem to be tempering bot- 
tom-lino demands," Usery said.

'We're overwhelmed' 
Boom times—at welfare 
office

H e l p l e s s n e s s to Edith Hovious, 


Schaumburg Township caseworker, is 
telling an unemployed father of six to 
stretch a $50 food allotment for two 
weeks while he waits for unemployment 
and food-stamp assistance. 


The frustrations are frequent as Mrs. 


Hovious faces a dwindling general-assis- 
tance fund to meet the temporary wel- 
fare needs of more than double the num- 
ber of cases than last year. 


"We've been absolutely overwhelmed," 


Mrs. Hovious said. "It's got to get eas- 
ier. Tho lightest day I've had in two 
months was six people." 


SCHAUMBURG TOWNSHIP is not the 


only township to get hit by the welfare 
crunch spurred by an ailing economy. 
Other area townships have budgeted 
double and triple the amount of last 
year's general-assistance budgets. 


"When people come in, I try to take 


care of thorn, help them and get the next 
person in," Mrs. Hovious said. She Inter- 
viewed 19 persons on one day. 


"I used to be able to give people ap- 


pointments, but now I have to take them 
as they come in." 


The financial pinch is on with the gen- 


eral-assistance fund down to about $8,800 
— an amount disbursed in a recent one- 
month period. Township officials have is- 
sued about $50,000 in tax anticipation 
warrants and can only borrow about 
$5,000 more. The incoming tax money 
must be put into a special account to pay 
off the warrants. Vernon Laubenstein, 
township supervisor, said the township 
board would be considering alternatives 
to case the money situation. 


MRS. HOVIOUS listens patiently to 


woes like the electric company threat- 
ening to shut off electricity because of 
nonpayment. If she cannot help the call- 
er, she says she makes sure he is di- 
rected to the proper agency. 


"The biggest problem is that a man 


signs up for unemployment and it takes 
six to eight weeks for the check to come. 
He then goes to apply for -food stamps, 
and there is a four-week wait, and it 
takes six weeks (for certification). What 
does he do in the meantime? They tell 
him, 'Go see your township,' " Mrs. Hov- 
ious said. 


Township general-assistance cases sel- 


dom last longer than two months. 


Township welfare is chiefly for food or 


rent to tide over residents until they re- 


ceive their welfare checks. Mrs. Hovious 
spends time calling bankers and apart- 
ment-complex managers trying to nego- 
tiate for lower payments or possible de- 
lays to ward off eviction. 


SHE WILL NOT SEE an unemployed 


person until he applies for unemploy- 
ment insurance. 


"Sometimes, you have to make deci- 


sions and they're not easy ones," Mrs. 
Hovious explained. "It's a position I 
don't like to be in, but you have to draw 
the line somewhere or they'll keep com- 
ing back and coming back." 


Canned goods left over from 
the 


S c h a u m b u r g Women's Club annual 
Christmas collection have helped many 
needy families. Mrs. Hovious said she 
has given out thousands of cans and that 
this procedure helps cut down on the 
amount of money alloted to some of the 
families. But the supply has dipped very 
low. 


She tries to leave her work behind her 


when she goes home, but sometimes it is 
difficult.

If someone knocks at your door and 


asks you questions about tlio cost of liv- 
ing, the Equal Rights Amendment or Wa- 
tergate, don't expect your answers to ap- 
pear In the Gallup Poll. 
These polluters are Elsenhower Junior 


High School students gaining some first- 
hand experience In current events by In- 
terviewing friends, neighbors and rela- 
tives In public opinion surveys. 


Last January, 225 eighth graders at the 


Hoffman Estates school chose topics and 
conducted surveys as part of social stud- 
ies class. They designed their own ques- 
tionnaires, took a random sample of 
about 30 persons and calculated the re- 
sults. Topics Included a broad range of 
Issues Including the cost of living, capital 
punishment, drugs and U. S. involvement 
in the Middle East. 


TUB SURVEYS ARE designed to show 


students "how public opinion can shape 
government," said John Bnrblni, social 
studies department chairman. The sur- 
veys arc used extensively in social stud- 
ies classes to supplement lectures and 
textbook assignments. The variety of in- 
struction "stimulates student interest," 
Barbinl said, and students "get inter- 
ested In such a way that they learn 
something from It, they benefit from It." 


Last winter three girls in the class 


chose to Interview 30 Hoffman Estates 
residents on their feelings about their 
community. 


Ninety per cent of tho residents inter- 


viewed said they enjoyed living in Hoff- 


man Estates, 87 per cent believed tho 
educational system is good, and 70 per 
cent said the police department Is doing 
an adequate job. 


But only SO per cent said the village 


was doing a good job on the upkeep of 
roads, 77 per cent would like to sec more 
public transportation and 57 per cent 
think Hoffman Estates Is not making 
good use of Its available land. Another SO 
per cent said the cost of living is high In 
the suburbs. 


In survey on tho Middle East situation 


almost everyone was certain that anoth- 
er war would break out. Most did not 
want the United States to send troops to 
the Middle East but believed the nation 
should continue to supply money and 
guns to Israel. 


SIXTY PER CENT of tho residents In- 


terviewed on a cost-of-Ilvlng survey said 
their income has not kept up with rising 
prices and 00 per cent said the govern- 
ment should take more action to stop in- 
flation. 


Last October tho students surveyed 


principals In Sclmumburg Township Dist. 
54 to get Information on school van- 
dalism. Tho study shows that most van- 
dalism occurs during vacations or on 
weekends, and most schools reported 
broken windows and defacing of property 
as the most frequent instances of van- 
dalism. 


The survey showed students how "tax 


money is hieing absorbed by repairing 
damage done by vandalism," said Bar- 
bini. "It opened a lot of students eyes to 
the problem."

delay, he said. Most delays result from 
unavailability of parts, he sold. 


AUGUSTINE ALSO said refuse Is col- 


lected at the complex every other day. 
Maintenance men clean around the 
dumpstcrs, although some tenants are 
careless about where they leave gar- 
bage, ho said. 


Of the rent increase, the village offi- 


cials said no village action could be tak- 
en, but Atchcr disputed some claims 
cited by tho builder for the rent Increase, 
Including higher costs for some village 
services. 


Wat«r and newer rates have not been 


Increased by the village, Atchcr said, nor 
have real estates taxes as claimed by the 
complex management.

The increase would boost market-value 


rents to between $197 and $283 and subsi- 
dized units would cost $149 to $202.

D-.MInn.. predicted that the total package 
of tax rebate and reduction measures 
will be enacted quickly and that if Con- 
gress does not pass a proposed $:!."> billion 
tax cut by the Easier recess, the Con- 
gressmen should work through Easter to 
get the proposal through. 


Humphrey's committee has recom- 


mended the $.15 billion cut. with $10 bil- 
lion rebated on 1974 taxes and the rest In 
reduced taxes for 1373. He said 7."> per 
cent of Hie tax relief would go to persons 
earning less than $20,000 a year. 


Treasury Sec. 
William Simon and 


President Ford have proposed a cut of 
only $16.5 billion, and Simon has sug- 


gested that most of the tax relief go to 
upper middle-class families since It is 
they who spend the most and would have 
a greater impact on the flagging econo- 
my. 


Humphrey characterized Simon's plan 


as the "trickle down" theory which sug- 
gests that tax advantages go first to high 
income earners so their spending can 
"trickle down" through the lower end of 
income levels. 


Humphrey lashed out at present eco- 


nomic policies by saying Congress, the 
Federal Reserve system and the admin- 
istration had all delayed moving to case 
the recession and that Ford's economic 
proposals are "loo little, too late, in-

Meanwhile, members of Congress were

The new chairman of the House Bank-

Henry Reuss, D-Wis., said Sunday that 
the government should nationalize banks 
which foil. The next time the government 
has to step In to help out a failing bank 
such as the Franklin National Bank, 
Rcuss said, let's consider making it the 
Franklin Nationalized Bank ". . . and 
show the rest of the banking industry 
that it is possible to run a bonk as a 
service to the people." 


Rcuss also called for the formation of 


government corporations 
to compete 


with private companies in offshore oil 
drilling. Rcuss said his idea is not to be- 
gin the nationalization of private in- 
dustry but "to take a first step to make 
free enterprise and capitalism really 
work." 


Unemployment cuts strikes 


In Washington, the government's lop 


labor mediator says high unemployment 
won't reduce Initial union demands at 
contract time, but it will temper final 
positions on contract terms and lessen 
chances for wide-scale strikes. W. J. 
Usery Jr., director of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service, and special 
assistant to the president for labor rela- 
tions, said "Big raises are of little value 
to a worker who doesn't have a job." 


"Even the old codgers at the top of the 


seniority list are worried. Seniority 
doesn't mean a thing when the layoff 
reaches 100 per cent," he said. 


Usery sees fewer strikes as unemploy- 


ment rises. "The economic realities of 
the recession seem to be tempering bot- 
tom-line demands," Usery said.

Manpower., storage still a question 
Fire truck plans get green light 


The Rolling Meadows Fire Dept. will 


go ahead with preparing specifications 
for a new fire truck, even though city 
officials do not know yet if they will be 
able to provide firefighters to man it or 
garage space to store it. 


The city now has two fire department 


pumpers, both 17 years old, a snorkle 
truck, a rescue squad and an ambulance, 
with another ambulance to be ordered. 
The fire station at Kirchoff Road and 
Meadow Drive is nearly full, members of 
the finance, ordinance and judiciary 
committee said when they authorized the 
drawing of specifications last week. 


Lt. Charles Scllards of the fire depart- 


ment, who will prepare the specifica- 
tions, told the committee the existing 
pumpers requires frequent repairs. Work 
is required on one or the other of them 
almost every week, he said. The new 
pumper would replace one of the old 
ones as front line equipment, but the old 
one would be retained for back-up. 


ESTIMATED DELIVERY time for a 


new pumper is 15 to 18 months from the 
date of ordering, although Scllards said 
that time may be reduced because of the 
poor state of the economy. Cost could 
range from $60,000 to $80,000, he said. 
Although the proposed budget for 1975-76, 
which still is being prepared, does not 
provide for the pumper, the probable de- 


livery date would still be in the 1976-77 
fiscal year, said Sellards. 


Sellards was directed to prepare a re- 


port for the committee on the com- 
parable prices for a custom-made ve- 
hicle and for a standard-production mod- 
el. Until recently, production models 
have not been available. He also was 


asked to report on the precise frequency 
of repairs on the existing pumpers, and 
the length of time they are out of service 
each time they are repaired. 


The report should also include an as- 


sessment of additional manpower that 
might bo needed to operate the new 
equipment, said Aid. Merrill Wuerch, 1st.

Child's play remains big business despite economy 


THOMAS MAYFIELD, president of Conhablo Products 
Dart tips, covered with Velcro, stick to fabric-covered 


Inc., 
Polalino, 
domonstrdtos "Flathoads" dart game, 
board to eliminate hazardous points.

To Thomas Mayficld of Palatine, toys 


are "soccer boppers," Velcro dart board 
sets, and a $4 milllon-a-year manufac- 
turing business he did not expect in the 
troubled economy. 


"There always will be children to play 


with toys, and there always will be par- 
ents to buy toys for their children. We 
keep the prices down so that people can 
still afford to buy our toys today, but 
otherwise, It's a natural market," May- 
ficld said. 


Mayfield is the president and principal 


owner of the Centsable Products Inc., 506 
S. Hicks Rd., Palatine, a toy manufac- 
turing company that he began eight 
years ago "with no ready cash and not 
one new toy idea," he said. 


The company made its first mark on 


the national toy market in 1973 with 
"soccer boppers," an inflatable pair of 
vinyl boxing gloves, that still comprised 
65 per cent of the company's total sales 
last year, Mayfield said. 


THE IDEA for the product was sub- 


mitted by an Indiana steel foreman, one 
of the many free-lance inventors who 
have contributed some of the company's 
most successful toy designs during the 
past four years. 


More of the recent toy designing is 


being done by professional designers who 
have devised magnetic and flathead dart 
games and card table playhouses. These 
arc designed canvasses that can be drap- 
ed over a cardtable to create a life-size 
playhouse for children, Mayfield said. 


The company plans to introduce a sim- 


ulated firecracker this spring which pro- 
duces a real "pop" when chemically- 
treated sand inside the firecracker is 
rubbed together. 


Mayfield suspects that his "big seller" 


this year will be a Velcro coated dart 
set. Fabric on the dart tips sticks to the 
fabric-covered dart board. 


THE 45-YEAR-OLD entrepreneur is 


concerned with the safety aspect of his 
20 main toy lines because, he says, he 
can appreciate parents' concern. He is 
the father of seven children, who occa- 
sionally test his new products, Mayfield 
said. 


"The kids have always been excited 


about the toys we make. They especially 
get all worked up over the television 
commercials we produce and run, usual- 
ly during the children's programs on Sat- 
urday morning or weekday afternoons," 
he said. 


Mayfied, a former marketing manger 


for Armour Star Co. and Curtiss Candy 
Co., said that he never thought he would 
be distributing toys nationwide. His sales 
have recently expanded to Canada, 
Puerto Rico, and portions of South Amer- 
ica. Mayfield plans to introduce his toys 
to European stores later this year. 


BUT THE COMPANY'S bulk business 


continues at home where it demands 
that the Palatine plant often assemble 
and package 10,000 dart games and 
24,000 soccer boppers a day. The com- 
p a n y' s warehouse normally holds 
$800,000 worth of toys that are stacked 
and ready for shipment to a variety of 
stores, Mayfield said. 


Mayfiled contracts for most of the toy 


production, although the final toy Is as- 
sembled and packaged in Palatine. May- 
field docs not produce most of his own 
toys because "it is cheaper to the con- 
sumer if we don't invest in toy molds 
that we will be stuck for using in years 
to come," he said. 


Most of the company's toys retail for 


less than $5, although the costs for mate- 
rials like vinyl have increased rapidly in 
the past several years because of the 
energy crisis. 


"What we don't make on one toy, we 


make on another. But, in any case, we 
are doing rather well, and expect a 
booming business this year," Mayficld 
said.

have promised that after this week, 
motorists won't have to dread the 
thought of crossing the nerve-wrack- 
ing chuck holes and the weather- 
worn railroad tracks on Plum Grove 
Road. 


Robert Miller, public works direc- 


tor, has promised to fill the several 
large chuckholcs with "cold patch" 
this week if Chicago and North West- 
ern officials aren't able to "imme- 
diately take care of the situation," he 
said. , 


The Chicago and North Western 


Ry. is responsible for maintaining 
most of its track areas throughout 
the suburbs and normally spends 
"thousands of dollars each winter" 
to patch chuckholcs between the 
wooden railroad ties R. W. Bailey, of 


the system's engineering depart- 
ment, said. 


"Our division crews try to get out 


to these areas as soon as they can, 
but because we have so much area to 
cover, they are normally a little 
slow. Sometimes we aren't even 
aware of these chuckholcs until a 
resident or the village calls us to no- 
tify us," Bailey said. 


THE NORTH WESTERN and the

Miller said the chuckholes are "far 


from unusual" during the whiter 


months. The public works depart- 
ment has "continually monitored"

filling the holes they find each day, 
although many times the temporary 
winter filling is "kicked out of the 
hole" by weighty semi-trailer trucks, 
Miller said.

the village's main streets. The mix- 
ture costs the village an average $14 
a ton, Miller said.

most successful toy designs during the 
past four years. 


More of the recent toy designing is 


being done by professional designers who 
have devised magnetic and flathead dart 
games and card table playhouses. These 
are designed canvasses that can be drap- 
ed over a cardtable to create a life-size 
playhouse for children, Mayfield said. 


The company plans to introduce a sim- 


ulated firecracker this spring which pro- 
duces a real "pop" when chemically- 
treated sand inside the firecracker is 
rubbed together. 


Mayfield suspects that his "big seller"

Rcuss said his idea is not to be- 
gin the nationalization of private in- 
dustry but "to take a first step to make 
free enterprise and capitalism really 
work." 


Unemployment cuts strikes 


In Washington, the government's top 


labor mediator says high unemployment 
won't reduce initial union demands at 
contract time, but it will temper final 
positions on contract terms and lessen 
chances for wide-scale strikes. W. J. 
Usery Jr., director of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service, and special 
assistant to the president for labor rela- 
tions, said "Big raises are of little value 
to a worker who doesn't have a job." 


"Even the old codgers at the top of the 


seniority list are worried. Seniority 
doesn't mean a thing when the layoff 
readies 100 per cent," he said. 


Uscry sees fewer strikes as unemploy- 


ment rises.,"The economic realities of 
the recession seem to be tempering bot- 
tom-line demands," Uscry said.

$35,000 set 
to remodel 
greenhouse 


The Mount Prospect Park District has 


limited itself to spending $35,000 in the 
renovation and first year's operation of 
the greenhouse at Friendship Park near 
Algonquin Huad ami Janice Street, DCS 
Platnci. 


The district set the limit last week af- 


ter developing its own set of specifica- 
tions for (he project, which has been un- 
der study for several months. The park 
(liMricl is asking voters to approve a spe- 
cial tax levy April I to renovate and op- 
erate the greenhouse. 


The £15.00)1 limit was set to provide llic 


district with figures for its upcoming 
budget which must Iw approved by May 
I. The district is in the process of using 
the $35.000 figure to compute the full Im- 
pact of the new levy on residents' tax 
bills. 


THOMAS T. TAYI.KII. assistant park 


director, said a fact sheet outlining the 
Impact of I he levy will be available this 
week. The levy, which is not to exceed 5 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, could 
bring the park district a maximum of 
$110,000 for greenhouse operations. 


Once renovated the greenhouse will be 


financed on a 50-50 basis with High 
Schtxil Di.st. 214. which will move its hor- 
ticultural classes to the facility. In addi- 
tion, Taylcr said the park district will 
use the greenhouse lo develop programs 
dealing with the care of house plants, 


propagation of plants, annual shows and 
the bcautificalion of tho parks. 


Tayler said he has been taking the 


greenhouse issue to the people by ad- 
dressing various civic groups on the need 
for a "green revolution." 


"If people will support Ihc green rcvo- 


lulion we will change the whole con- 
plcxion of our parks to greens and yel- 
lows," Tayler said. He said he would be 
happy to meet with any group to show 
slides and explain the plans for the 
greenhouse and the impact of the lax 
levy. 


A citizens' committee also is being 


formed. Tayler said the committee will 
do some of the canvassing work before 
the April 1 election and will meet with 
civic groups to explain the matter. 


THE PARK DISTRICT has been ex- 


plorlng renovation of the greenhouse 
since December. Taylcr said it has been 
difficult to get specifications on the reno- 
vation and therefore the park district de- 
veloped its own. 


Although the park district lias owned 


the greenhouse property since 1970, the 
former owner only rcccnlly vacated the 
building and adjacent house. He was ren- 
ting the property from the district. 


Tlte matter will be discussed tonight at 


the park board meeting, which begins at 
II p.m. at 411 S. Maple St., Mount Pros- 
pect. 


U.S. urges Des Plaines 
sewer plant size be cut 


The size of the proposed Metropolitan 


Sanitary District sewage treatment plant 
in Dos Plaines may be sharply reduced 
if federal officials hold to n set of guide- 
Protection Agency, 
lines drafted by Utc U.S. Environmental 


The EPA projected that the population 


to be served by the O'Hare Sewage 
Treatment Plant would require a facil- 
ity that would treat about 45 million gal- 
lons of sewage per day. Tlw MSD has 
indicated the plant slwuld treat about 72 
million gallons Initially and be enlarged 
to 96 million gallons by the yar 2030. The 
EPA report Indicates the maximum size 
of the plant slwuld be only 75 million gal- 
lons. 


The EPA environmental impact report, 


released last week, does nol contain any 
firm recommendation on the size of the 
plant. It indicates that a recommenda- 
tion will l)e made after a series of public 
hearing later Uiis month. 


THE HEDt'CTlON IN size could also 


reduce the estimated $94 million price 
tag on the sewage plant. About 75 per 
cent of the cost will be paid by Die feder- 
al government: 


The EPA report did not comment on a 


study prepared by DCS Plaines Aid. 
Richard Ward. 8th, who suggested that 
plant may nol be needed at all. 


Ward compiled the document from 


»KD studies which indicate that there is 
already enough planned, sewage-treat- 
ment capacity at other MSD facilities to 
eliminate the need for the O'Hare plant. 


Planned addition to the North Side 


Sewage Treatment Plant In Skokie would 
eliminate the need for the plant, Ward 
said. 


His report also suggested that a plan to 


connecl the northwest section of the 
MSD's deep tunnel system to another 
tunnel system running beneath the DCS 
Plaines River should be adopted. 


Ward contends that the two factors will 


provide the needed treatment capacity 
for the area. 


WARD HAS BEEN ONE of the leaders 


of Des Plaines' effort to force either the 
elimination or relocation of the plant for 
the past 10 years. City officials have ar- 
gued that Uie plant, which will be built at 
tho intersection of Ookton Street and 
Elmhurst Road, would become a nui- 
sance to nearby residential areas.

Master plan 
update vague: 
Wallenberg

Theodore J. Wallenberg, independent 


candidate for the Mount Prospect Village 
Board, has charged that proposed revi- 
sions to the village's comprehensive plan 
are vague and inadequate. 


"This does not meet my standards !«- 


cause it could have been prepared and 
given to almost any village in the coun- 
try," Wallenberg said. He charged that 
the comprehensive plan proposals, under 
study for more than a year, contain few 
hard facts and too much "apple pic and 
motherhood." 


Wallenberg charged that the com- 


prehensive plan fails to consider village 
flooding problems in mapping out future 
development and fails to mention the 
proposed acquisition of the Citizens Utili- 
ties Co. water and sewer lines in the New 
Town area of the village. He said the 
lack of an index makes it difficult to lo- 
cate specific items discussed in the pro- 
posed plan revisions. 


"This comprehensive plan is far too 


general," Wallenberg said. "It is almost 
an insult to the intelligence. I'm deeply 
disappointed." 


THE PROPOSED comprehensive plan 


is currently before the village board, 
which has continued public hearings on 
the mailer until May 27. Mayor Robert 
D. Teichert has predicted thai at least 
four to six months of "steady study" will 
be required before any plan could be 
adopted by the village board. 


Both the Chamber of Commerce and 


the Riverhursl Civic Assn. have already 
announced their inlentions of studying 
the plan. James P. Grier Jr., head of the 
subcommillec lhat produced the pro- 
posed revisions, said he expects sections 
of the plan to become issues in the vil- 
lage election campaign. 


Wallenberg said he has no argumenls 


with the plan's proposals for bringing in- 
dustry into the village. The plan suggests 
that Mount Prospect annex the Northern 
Illinois Gas property south of Kensington 
Road in northeast section of the village 
and another piece of property north of 
the Northwesl Tollway and west of Elm- 
hurst Road. 


NOTING THAT INDUSTRY must go 


somewhere, Wallenberg said he saw no 
problem wilh localing light industry in 
these areas. He said, however, lhat if 
people in these neighborhoods object to 
such a plan he would reconsider his posi- 
tion.

'Building Department of Year' honor here

Bulging junior high school enrollments 


c o u p l e d with dwindling elementary 
school attendance in Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59 may force the district to move 
sixth-grade classes from junior high to 
elementary school buildings. 


Acting Supt. Roger Bardwell has asked 


the Dist. 59 Board of Education to con- 
sider appointing a special study group to 
"examine the question." 


Currently, 
kindergarteners 
through 


fifth graders attend elementary buildings 
while sixth through eighth graders attend 
junior high buildings. 


BARDWELL SAID there was "good 


reason" for the present system when U 
was started 10 or 12 years ago. Ele- 
mentary buildings were crowded while 


junior high attendance was down, Bard- 
well said. 


"But it's turned around now," he said. 


Bardwell cited an abundance of available 
rooms in elementary buildings as the stu- 
dent population there continues to de- 
cline, but said some junior high school 
buildings have 1,000 students above the 
optimum level. 


The school board Is expected to consid- 


er Bardwell's request in the near future. 


In a report to the board, Bardwell 


cited three junior high schools with over- 
crowding problems: Grove Junior High 
School, 777 Elk Grove Blvd.; Elk Grove 
Village; Holmes Junior High School, 1900 
W. Lonnquist Blvd., Mount Prospect, and 
Lively Junior High School, 999 Leicester 
Rd., Elk Grove Village. 


"It will be several years before there 


is a significant decline in junior high 
school enrollment," Bardwell said in the 
report. "Such a decline is now evident in 
our 16 elementary schools and will con- 
tinue." 


PROPOSED MEMBERS of the group 


who would study the placement of sixth 
graders would include parents from the 
junior high schools, teachers, junior high 
and elementary administrators along 
with central office administrators, par- 
ents from the elementary schools and a 
board of education member.

month, predicted the chairman of the 
Joint 
Congressional 
Economic 
Com- 


tnlttco Sunday. 


U.S. 
Sen. 
Hubert 
II. Humphrey, 


D-Mlnn., predicted that the total package 
of tax rebate and reduction measures 
nlll bo enacted quickly and that if Con- 
Kress docs not pass a proposed $35 billion 
tax cut by the Easter recess, the Con- 
gressmen should work through Easter to 
get the proposal through. 


Humphrey's committee has recom- 


mended the $35 billion cut, with $10 bil- 
lion rebated on 1971 taxes and the rest in 
reduced luxes for 1975. He said 75 per 
cent of the tax relief would go to persons 
earning less than $20,000 a year. 


Treasury See. William Simon and 


President Ford have proposed a cut of 
only $16.5 billion, and Simon has sug- 


gested that most of the tax relief go to 
upper middle-class families since it Is 
they who spend the most and would have 
a greater impact on the flagging econo- 
my. 


Humphrey characterized Simon's plan 


as the "trickle down" theory which sug- 
gests that tax advantages go first to lilgh 
income earners so their spending can 
"trickle down" through the lower end of 
income levels. 


Humphrey lashed out at present eco- 


nomic policies by saying Congress, the 
Federal Reserve system and the admin- 
istration had all delayed moving to ease 
the recession and that Ford's economic 
proposals arc "too little, too late, in- 
effectual, 
poorly conceived 
and 
in- 


adequate." 


Meanwhile, members of Congress were 


reacting to other severe indicators of 
economic times: bank closings and up- 
coming union wage demands. 


Nationalised banks urged 


The new chairman of the House Bank- 


ing and Currency Committee, U.S. Rep. 
Henry Reuss, D-Wis., said Sunday that 
the government should nationalize banks 
which fail. The next time the government 
has to step in to help out a failing bank 
such as the Franklin National Bank, 
Rcuss said, let's consider making it the 
Franklin Nationalized Bank ". . . and 
show the rest of the banking industry 
that it is possible to run a bonk as a 
service to the people." 


Rcuss also called for the formation of 


government corporations to compete 
with private companies in offshore oil 
drilling. Rcuss said his idea is not to be- 
gin the nationalization of private in- 
dustry but "to take a first step to make 
free enterprise and capitalism really 
work." 


Unemployment cuts strikes 


In Washington, the government's top 


labor mediator says high unemployment 
won't reduce Initial union demands at 
contract time, but it will temper final 
positions on contract terms and lessen 
chances for wide-scale strikes. W. J. 
Usery Jr., director of the Federal Media- 
tion and Conciliation Service, and special 
assistant to the president for labor rela- 
tions, said "Big raises are of little value 
to a worker who doesn't have a job."

doesn't mean a thing when the layoff 
reaches 100 per cent," he said. 


Usery sees fewer strikes as unemploy- 


ment rises. "The economic realities of 
the recession seem to be tempering bot- 
tom-line demands," Usery said.

"We found that the 
village can respond to action, but it can't 
.spend a lot of taxpayers' dollars If the 
property owners aren't ready." 


OVKIl THE YEAKS. the village has 


spent thousands of dollars on downtown 
development plans. 


The 1959 comprehensive plan contains 


a chapter on downtown business revitali- 
zation and a survey of merchants' opin- 
ions on the parking problems downtown. 


Prepared by consulting planners Ever- 


ct Kincaid and Associates, the 1959 mas- 
tor plan recommended the creation of a 
downtown mall, more off-street parking, 
moving the train station out of down- 
town, and a number of highway projects

Street and Kensington Road, and a grade 
separation between the Railroad tracks 
and Arlington Heights Road. 


In 1967, another consulting firm, Tec- 


Search Inc., was hired for a downtown 
plan that included modern high-rise of- 
fice and apartment buildings, depart- 
ment stores, depressed railroad tracks 
and pedestrian plazas. The model of the 
Tec-Search plan is still on display In the 
lobby of the village hall. 


The village completed Us own 
1067 


Thoroughfare Plan, based on data sup- 
plied by the Chicago Area Transportation 
Study. This plan, still in effect today, 
gave major emphasis to an Arlington 
Heights Road underpass at Northwest 
Highway. 


A third planning firm, DeLeuw-Cather 


and Co., was hired in 1968. Its report cov- 
ered traffic circulation and land use and 
grade separations. It also Included a one- 
way street plan for downtown, an idea 
eventually rejected by the village board 
after merchants raised objections. 


In 1972, Hanson released an adminis- 


tration report on downtown revitalization 
stating that the total assessed valuation 
of buildings downtown had increased by 
less than $800,000 between 1964 and 1971. 
The administration report urged the con- 
struction of municipal parking garages, 
free shopper parking, pedestrian malls 
and a bcautiflcation program downtown. 


FINALLY, JUST last year, economic 


consultants Larry Smith and Associates 
completed a $20,000 study that concluded 
there was only limited potential for 
downtown redevelopment. 


All of the plans and studies and meet- 


ings took their toll. And early in 1973, the 
village board agreed that any further 
work on downtown redevelopment must 
come from the property owners. 


Douglas Dodds, president of the First 


Arlington National Bank and a man who 
has both followed and proposed down- 
town redevelopment, plans, said that to- 
day he is "very disillusioned about the 
whole thing." 


"Unless somebody is willing to put up 


a great deal of money, we've got to de- 
pend on individual private initiative," 
Dodds said. "I actually control 50,000 
square feet of property (between Vail 
and Highland avenues) and I've pro- 
posed to put a $3 million building. But 
the village just doesn't seem interested." 


Dodds has said that the village must 


create a special downtown taxing district 
and build a multistory parking garage 
before the office-apartment building he 
has proposed can be built. 


"I'll probably go ahead with the devel- 


opment but on a reduced scale," he says.
